PETROGRAD,  Saturday,  Feb.  2.— Tartar  forces  have 
occupied  Yalta,  in  the  government  of  Taurida,  and  arc  ad- 
vancing on  Sebastopol,  Russia's  chief  fortress  and  naval 
base  on  the  Black  Sea,  according  to  .1  dispatch  received  by 
The  Petrograd  Evening  Post  from  Sebastopol. 

The  dispatch  adds  that  the  Tartars  are  dealing  merci- 
lessly with  Red  Guards,  sailors  and  soldiers. 

PETROGRAD,  Feb.  5. — Troops  of  the  revolutionary 
army  at  Minsk  have  captured  the  town  of  Niejin,  according 
to  a  headquarters  dispatch.  They  are  now  advancing  on 
Kiev. 

AMBTEIRDAM,  Feb.  B.— A  wireless 
dispatch  received  at  Berlin  from  Kiev 
•ays  the  Poles  have  occupied  Mobllev. 
the  Russian  main  headquarters,  and 
liave  arrested  E^nslfn  Krylenko,  the 
commander-ln-cblef  of  tbe  Russian 
Solshevlkl  and  his  entire  staff.  The 
message  adds  that  the  Bolshevlkl  up- 
rising at  Kiev  has  been  suppressed 
by  tbe  Ukrainians.

PETROGRAD,  Feb.  2— General 
VerkhovskI,  who  held  the  portfolio 
of  War  Minister  durlnff  the  Kerensky 
refflnte,  has  been  arrested,  charged 
with  counter  revolutionary  activity.

Yesterday  the  miners  wired  Ottawa 
asking  that  the  Mounted  Police  force 
be  withdrawn  from  the  scene.  Up  to 
a  lato  hour  tonight  Major  Horrigan 
had  not  received  any  stich  instruction 
from  headquarters,  and  his  men  will 
continue  on  duty  at  Rosedale  until 
the  strike  is  nettled.  The  police  are 
prepared  for  all  eventualities  and  are 
confident  they  can  control  any  situa- 
tion  which   may  arise.

PHTROaRAD,  Sunday,  Feb.  1.— The

■«paraUng  the  ehurch  and  the  state, 
eliminating  church  income  from  the 
state  and  confiscating  all  church  realty, 
^mishlngs  and  paraphernalia.  The  de- 
cree atlpulates  that  religious  societies 
may  oontlaue"  to  use  the  property  ex- 
clusively for  religious  services,  al- 
though tbe  title  is  vested  in  the  stata 

Religious  freedom  is  guaranteed  so 
long  as  religious  societies  do  not  Inter- 
fere with  social  order,  limit  the  rights 
of  Individuals  or  hinder  the  republic. 
No  religious  scruples  are  to  exempt 
persons  from  their  duties  as  cltUens. 
The  religious  oath  Is  cancelled  and  re- 
placed by  premise. 

Marriage  ceremonies  and  birth  re- 
gistrations are  to  be  performed  by  the 
civil  authorities.  Religious  teaching 
is  abolished  In  state  schools  and  in 
private  schools  with  a  a  similar  curri- 
culum. 

No  state  assistance  will  be  given  to 
any  church  society  or  rell^ous  agent. 
No  rallglous  society  will  be  permitted 
to  own  any  property,  but  win  merely 
be  permitted  to  borrow  it  from  the 
■tate  for  church  senricea 

Aa  olBelal  statement  Issued  by  the 
Department  af  Public  Welfare  concern- 
ing the  clash  over  the  selsure  of  the 
Alexander  Nevsky  monastery  says  the 
monks  offered  forcible  resistance  and 
Incitad  a  mob  to  violence  by  ringing 
all  the  I>all8  of  the  monastery  and  sum- 
minlBg  the  parishioners. 

The  statement  adds  that  monks  at- 
tacked a  red  guard  with  clubs  and  that 
the  soldiers  were  forced  to  shoot  in  self- 
defence. 

Because  of  the  selsure  of  the  Alex- 
ander Nevsky  monastery  In  Petrograd 
by  the  BolsbevikI  and  other  attacks  on 
tbe  property  o^  the  church  elsewhere 
taken  in  conjunction  with  other  cireum- 
staacea  atteadlnii  the  latest  revolution, 
the  Moat  Rav.  Dr.  Tlkhon.  patriarch  of 
all  Rusaia  and  Metropolitan  of  Mos- 
cow, issued  today  at  Moscow  an  ana- 
thema threatening  the  Bolshevik!  lead- 
ers with  excommunloatton  and  exhort- 
ing the  faithful  to  defend  the  church. 
The  struggle  attending  the  selsure  of 
the  monastery  resulted  in  a  monk 
named  Stlprov  being  wounded  and  be 
baa  since  died. 


CHRISTIANIA,  Feb.  6.— Norway's 
reply  to  the  proposalB  from  the  Am- 
erican W^ar  Trade  Board,  regarding 
supplies  from  the  United  States  to 
Norway,  published  today,  empha- 
sizes the  firm  resolve  of  the  Norwe- 
gian people  and  government  to  re- 
main  neutral. 

"Norway,  in  her  commercial  policy 
cannot  break  with  one  belligerent," 
the  report  says,  "without  imperiling 
her  general  neu*-"'llty. 

"The  NorwC'-  a  Government  en- 
.tertalns  no  doubt  that  the  United 
States  and  her  Allied  will  understand 
Norway's  difficult  situation.  Norway 
Justly  claims  that  the  country  should 
not  go  without  bread:  thus  being 
confronted  with  the  alternative  of 
complete  distress  or  an  agreement 
that  might  endanger  her  neutral  po- 
sition and  possibly  expose  the  coun- 
try to  war  which  in  a  short  time 
might  destroy  what  the  Norwegian 
people  have  taken  centuries  to 
build." 

The  reply  also  emphasized  the  Im- 
portant benefits  rendered  to  the 
United  States  and  her  Allies  by  Nor- 
way, and  especially  by  Norwegian 
commercial  shipping,  which  have 
been  attended  by  great  sacrifices  in 
human  life  and  ships. 

The  reply  points  out  that  Norway 
has  endeavored  to  accommodate  the 
United  States  as  far  as  she  can  re- 
concile this  with  her  vital  Interests,, 
saying: 

"Norway  offers  to  the  United 
States  and  her  Allies  the  greater 
part  of  her  exports  in  return  for  sup- 
plies necessary  for  her  national 
health  and   productivity." 


The  proposed  agreement  between 
Norway  and  the  United  States,  as 
recently  announced  by  the  American 
War  Trade  Board,  made  a  definite 
allotment  of  various  commodities,  in- 
cluding food  supplies,  which  it  would 
be  permitted  to  export  to  Norway 
from  the  United  States.  This  agree- 
ment was  Intended  to  operate  for 
the  period  of  the  war,  but  was  to 
be  subject  to  termination  by  either 
at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from 
the    date   of   signing. 

Re-exportation  to  the  Central 
Powers  by  Norway  was  virtually 
prohibited.  No  foodstuffs  could  be 
sent  to  the  Central  Powers  except 
48,000  tons  of  fish  and  fish  products 
a  year,  but  such  exportation  waa 
prohibited  of  fish  or  products  of  fish 
In  any  way  prepared  with  supplies 
Imported  from  the  United  States  or 
Its   associates. 

Strong  restrictions  also  were  plac- 
ed on  Norway's  export  of  copper  to 
the   Central   Powers.

Ausetrla-Hungary,  faithful  to  her  en- 
gagements, will  go  to  the  extreme  In 
defence  of  her  alMes.

By  removing  the  comma  between 
"German  possessions"  and  "Belgium." 
and  by  dropping  the  Important  "pre- 
war,** Count  Csernin  was  made  to  say 
that  he  would  defend  Germany's  pos- 
sessions of  Belgium.  This  is  tbe  very 
thing  he  emphatically  disclaimed.  He 
definitely  dissociated  Belgium  from 
German  possossion.  and  declared  that 
Austria  would  defend  only  the  pre-war 
po  see  salons   of    her   allies. 

It  is  this  declaration,  obvlounly  op- 
posed to  the  German  mlMiarist  pro- 
gramme and  to  Bulgaria's  avowed 
aim.i,  which  Is  causing  such  a  stir  In 
Ferlin   and    Solla.

DENIES  APPEALS 
FOR  EXEMPTION 


Mr,  Justice  Duff  Rules  in  Cases 
of  Canadian  Student  at 
Yale  and  Two  Men  of 
Saskatoon. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  5. — Exemption  from 
military  service  has  been  refused  by 
the  Central  Appeal  Judge  to  a  Cana- 
dian, M.  C.  Foster,  in  the  graduating 
department  of  mathematics,  Yale  Uni- 
versity. The  applicant  produced  a  trib- 
ute to  the  value  of  his  work  from  Prof. 
Brown. 

"Regretting,  aa  one  must,"  the  Judg- 
ment reads,  "the  necessity  which  re- 
quiren  that  thene  promising  young  otnen 
should  be  withdrawn  from  their  studies, 
the  Central  Apppal  .ludge  Is  iinablo  to 
find  In  s«ch  circumstances  any  suffi- 
cient  r«»a»on   for   granting   exemption. 

"The  claim  is  alno  supported  by  ref- 
erence to  the  anplMtance  allegn<1  to  be 
atTorded  by  the  applicant  In  working 
his  father's  farm.  The  decision  of  tho 
appeal  tribunal  that  this  ground  of. 
claim  has  no  foundation  should  not.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  Appeal  Judge,  be  In- 
terfered  with." 

Exemption  wai"  nlso  refused  to  B.  D. 
Campbell,  of  Saskatoon,  Sask.  The  ap- 
plicant Is  secretary -treasurer  of  the  Ex- 
port Elevator  Company,  a  company 
which  operates  seven  grain  elevator.s  In 
Saskatchewan  and  two  in  ManltolML 
■There  is  nothing  whatever  to  f<how."' 
Mr.  Justice  Duff  flnds,  "that  the  quali- 
fications for  the  applicant's  position  are 
of  a  difTlcult  or  special  character,  and 
nothing  to  Indicate  that  he  could  not 
easily  be  replaced." 

Stephen  Clark,  of  Saskatoon,  Sask., 
ha.'^  likewise  l>een  refused  exemption.

LORD  RHONDDA  TALKS 
TO  HOUSE  lAEMBERS 

LONDON.  Feb.  6. — Lord  Rhonddji, 
the  BriUsh  Food  Controller,  met 
more  than  100  members  of  the 
House  of  Commons  tonight,  and  gave 
confidential  information  on  the  food 
situation  and  the  existing  stocks  in 
the  country,  and  discussed  with 
them  the  extending  of  compulsory 
rationing  to  take  In  the  whole  coun- 
try. 

Lord  Rhondda  spoke  for  an  hour, 
but    the    proceedings    were   private. 

An  official  report  which  was  Issued 
says  that  Lord  Rhondda  expressed 
tbe  view  that  the  foood  situation 
would  be  in  Its  most  difficult  stage 
during  the  coming  two  months,  and 
asked  the  members  to  give  him  all 
possible   help. 

Lord  Rhondda,  in  the  belief  that 
many  persons  have  rendered  them- 
selves liable  to  prosecution  for 
hoarding  by  Inadvertence,  has  pro- 
vided that  during  the  week  ending 
Feb.  18  such  persorui  may  voluntar- 
ily surrender  their  stocks  and  will 
be  indemnified  against  prosecution. 
This  privilege  does  not  apply  to 
persons  against  whom  prosecution  1-^ 
already  pending,  or  whose  homes 
have  already  been   searched.

Captain  Aims  Uamodec  and  Pilot 
Mackay,  of  the  steamer  Mont  Blanc, 
nrpef<red  on  remand  before  Stipendiary 
.^IcI^od  this  morning.  Commander 
Wyatt  was  permitted  to  remain  in  court 
while  the  proceedings  were  taking 
place.

Intermittent  Artillery  Actions  Reported  on  Italian 
Front — Foes  in  West  Continue  Raiding  Oper- 
ations  and    Heavy   Gun   Duels  —  Air 
Combats  Generally  Favor  Allies 


ITALIAN  ARMY  HEADQUARTERS  IN  NORTHERN 
IT.ALY,  Feb.  4. —  (Hy  the  Associated  Press.) — .\  scries  of  air  raida 
have  taken  place  almost  continually  during  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
over  Venice,  I'adiia,  Treviso,  JMestre  and  the  outlying  farm  sections. 
Eighteen  civilians  have  been  killed  and  twelve  wounded,  and  mucli 
■private  property  has  been  destroyed.  The  municipal  hospital  ir\ 
Treviso  was  struck  by  a  shell. 

Padua  was  aqain  torrori/ed  last  niq'ht  by  continuous  air  raids. 
Several  houses  were  rlaniagcd  but  there  were  leu   ca-^ualtics, 

Italian  aviators  ibrnus;-iit  do'wn  tour  enemy  machines,  and  tho 
P.ritish  got  eii^ht  at  various  points  where  aerial  battles  arc  'being 
fought  without  cessation. 


PIANS  ARE  lAID 
FOR  WAR  OPENING 


Berlin's  Preparations  to  Pro- 
voke Great  European  Strug- 
gle Are  Further  Exposed  by 
German  Official  Documents. 


FARIS,  Feb.  5. — The  Petit  Parislcn 
today  began  publication  of  Uerman  doc- 
uments which  are  alleKeil  by  the  news- 
paper to  establish  that  the  war  was  pre- 
meditated and  preorcanlxed  by  the  Ber- 
lin authorities.  The  documents  were 
brought  to  France  by  a  "fanious  French 
■elentlst,"  who  obtained  them  from  a 
celebrated  revolutionary  paper.  No 
names  are  alven.  It  Is  said,  as  their 
publication  would  endanger  the  lives  of 
the  men. 

The  most  Important  document  is  a 
circular  dated  .June  9,  1914,  In  which  the 
German  general  headquarters  orders  all 
ownera  of  factories  to  open  the  mob- 
ilisation   envelopes    in    their    possession. 

A  circular  dated  Nov.  2,  1914,  Informs 
military  agents  on  the  frontiers  of  Rus- 
sia, France.  Italy  and  Norway  that  un- 
limited credits  have  been  opened  at 
Oerman  banks  In  Sweden,  Norway. 
Switzerland,  China  and  the  Unite*! 
States,  which  the  general  headauarters 
authorised  them  to  use  for  the  purpose 
of  destroying  factories  belonging  to 
the  enemy,  iirovoklnK  Htrll<e8,  damaging 
ships,  burning  supplies  and  deatroyinif 
electricity  centres.  .Special  agents 
were  being  placed  at  their  disposal,  it 
was  added,  to  bring  about  explualons 
and   flres.

Wookey, 
who  were  sentenced  to  long  impris- 
onment for  distributing  leaflets  from 
the  air,  be  released  and  treated  aa 
ordinary  prisoners  of  war,  Britain 
would  be  compelled  to  make  repri- 
sals, and  a  month's  notice  will  ho 
given  in  accordance  with  the  ar- 
rangements reached  by  Ford  New- 
ton's recent  mission  to  The  Hague. 

BrIUIn  will  not  admit  that  the  air- 
men, according  to  the  Oerman  con- 
tention, committed  a  breach  of  In- 
ternational law,  and  points  out  that 
Austro-Oerman  airmen  repeatedly 
dropped    pamphlets   In   this   manner.

Speech  From  Throne  Prom- 
ises Measure  for  Taking  of 
Soldiers'  Vote — Opening  of 
Legislative  Session, 


TORONTO,  Feb.  5— With  the 
usual  sulbnin  ceremony,  the  fourth 
war  session  of  the  Ontario  Legisla- 
ture was  opened  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Sir  Wm.  Hendrie,  this  af- 
ternoon. The  speech  from  the  throne 
does  oot  portend  a  long  session,  and 
the  proposed  measure  to  provide  for 
taking  soldiers'  votes  overseas  seems 
to  point  to  an  election  this  Summer. 

The  government,  the  speech  states, 
has  set  aside  territory  linown  to  con- 
tain peat  deposits,  and  Is  Investigat- 
ing w^  the  intention  of  increas- 
ing tirtreby  the  fuel  supply  of  ttiel 
province. 

There  are  no  changes  In  the  seat- 
ing on  the  government  side  this  ses- 
sion. To  the  left  of  the  speaker  the 
sessional  leader  of  the  opposition, 
William  Proudfoot,  K.  C,  moved  up 
to  the  seat  vacated  by  Hon.  N.  W.' 
Rowell. 

The   speech    follows: 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Legislative  Assembly: 

"For  the  fourth  ^Ime  you  meet 
under  war  conditions.  During  the 
last  year  our  Empire  has  maintain- 
ed the  struggle  for  freedom  with  un- 
abated power  and  confidence. 
Though  the  burden  and  the  sacrifice 
have  been  heavy,  the  compensating 
successes  have  been  of  substantial 
value.  Toward  these  achievements 
Canadians  have  contributed  notably, 
and  in  many  brilliant  actions  have! 
added   new  lustre   to   their  renown. 

"The  devotion  of  our  people  to  tha 
cause  of  the  Mother  Country  and  her 
Allies  at  war  was  never  more  evident 
than  It  Is  today.  Never  were  we  so 
determined  to  consecrate  all  the  re- 
sources we  possess  to  the  task  of 
carrying  the  conflict  to  a  successful 
issue.  With  the  war  aims  clearly 
set  forth  recently  by  His  Majesty's 
Government  we  are  In  full  accord. 

"Our  thanks  are  due  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  harvest  of  the  last  year, 
which  was  one  of  the  most  bountiful 
in   the   history  of   the   province." 

The  speech  deals  with  the  food 
shortage,  which  it  says  is  continu- 
ally ^assuming  more  serious  propor- 
tions. It  says  the  appeals  for  more 
production  have  elicited  a  most  en- 
couraging response  from  the  farm- 
ers. The  man-power  situation  is 
briefly  touched  upon. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  province  with  the  Do- 
minion in  regard  to  the  care  of  dis- 
abled soldiers  and  the  return  of 
others  to  civil  life. 

The  speech  concludes:  "The  pub- 
lic accounts,  showing  that  the  fi- 
nances of  the  province  are  in  a 
healthy  state,  will  be  laid  before  you. 
Bstimates  of  contemplated  expendi- 
tures for  the  current  year  and  com- 
ing flscHl  year  will  be  brought  down 
at  an  early  date  for  your  considera- 
tion. 

"Measures  will  be  submitted  to 
you  to  provide  for  taking  the  votes 
of  Holdlcrs  on  service  overseas;  re- 
specting the  public  health  relating 
to  the  public  services;  to  amend  the 
Northern  Ontario  Development  Act; 
to  amend  the  Trades  and  Labor  Act, 
and  for  other  purposes."

VANCOUVEn,  B.C.,  Feb.  .>— A  medi- 
cal hoard  of  review  has  been  appoint- 
ed to  work  In  conjunction  with  the 
enforcement  of  the  Military  Service 
Act  In  the  Province.  The  board  con- 
sists of  Major  F.  P.  Patterson,  presi- 
dent; Captain  W.  B.  McKechnle.  snr- 
geon,  and  Dr.  W.  D.  Brydon-Jack,  con- 
sulting  physician. 

The  duty  of  the  board,  briefly,  will 
bo.  to  H<'t  as  a  flnal  court  of  appeal 
in  medical  matters  where  the  local 
tribunals  have  not  been  satisfied  with 
decisions  rendered,  or  are  In  search  of 
more  Information. 

Where  any  doubt  exists  as  to  fitness 
for  mllltar>-  service  of  any  man  on 
whose  behalf  exenrption  is  claimed  on 
the  ground  of  III  health  or  Infirmity, 
local  or  appeal  tribunals  before  whom 
the  claim  'Is  made  shall,  if  the  man 
has  already  been  examined  by  a  mili- 
tary medical  board,  and  may.  If  he 
has  not  been  so  examined,  refer  the 
case  to  the  medical  board  of  review. 

The  registrar  may  at  any  time  refer 
to  this  board  th^  case  of  any  man  who 
has  been  exempted  from  military  ser- 
vice on  the  ground  of  Ul  health  or 
Infirmity.  The  decision  of  the  board 
shall  b«h  subject  to  appeal  to  the  cen- 
tral appeal  Judgv.  be  flnal.  and  the 
claim  for  exemption  shall  be  graotad 
or  refused  by  any  loc«l  or  appeal 
tribunal  In  accordance  tharewlth.  On 
mm  appeal  to  the  Central  Appeal 
Judge  he  may  direct  any  ftirther  medi- 
cal examination  that  may  seem  exp«-

CREDITORS  ME 


Mr.    Justice    Murphy  Decides 
•That     They    Must     Have 
Chance  for  Consultation  in 
Regard  to  Liquidator. 


VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Feb.  5.— In  a 
Judgment  banded  down  today  on  the 
application  of  Andrew  Stewart,  the 
liquidator  of  the  Dominion  Trust  Co. 
to  fix  his  remuneration  for  past  ser- 
vices and  tu  allow  him  to  give  part 
time  to  the  liquidation,  Mr.  Justice 
Murphy  has  ordered  a  general  meeting 
of  the  creditors  txsfore  deciding  that 
question.  His  Lordship  also  specifies 
that  the  meeting  shall  not  be  limited 
to  the  discussion  of  that  particular 
question,  but  nuiy  deal  with  the  af- 
fairs of  the  llquidatiotv  generally. 

"I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  con- 
ferring with  the  Chief  Justice,  and 
find  that  when  Mr.  Stewart  was  ap- 
pointed, It  was  expected  that  he  would 
devote  all  his  time  to  the  work  be- 
cause of  the  involved  condition  ami 
magnitude  of  the  company's  affairs.  It 
was  not  meant  thereby  to  tie  the 
hands  of  the  court  in  the  matter  if  in 
the  progress  of  the  winding-up  a 
period  arrived  when  his  whole  time 
would  not  be  required,"  states  Mr.  Jus- 
tice Murphy.  "There  Is  now  a  dispute 
as  to  whether  this  time  has  arrived 
or  not.  I  Intended  at  first  to  have  a 
report  from  competent  persons  on  the 
point,  but  if  the  report  is  to  be  of 
value  Its  preparation  will  consume 
much  time  and  entail  legal  expense. 

"The  matter  Is  of  Importance  to  the 
creditors.  I  therefore  think  li.  should 
come  before  the  general  meeting  of 
creditors,  so  that  I  may  have  tlie  bene- 
fit of  their  views  before  reaching  a  de- 
ciHlon.  I  therefore  direct  the  liquida- 
tor to  have  such  a  meeting.  Almost  a 
year  has  elapsed  since  the  crr^dltors 
met.  This  meeting  will  also  afford  an 
opportunity  to  learn  the  present  posi- 
tion of  the  liquidation.  It  Is  not, 
therefore.  Intended  that  the  proceed - 
ingtj  04.  the  meeting  shall  be  confined 
to  the  particular  question  of  how 
much  time  Mr.  Stewart  shall  devote  to 
the  liquidation,  but  that  the  meeting 
be  free  to  consider  any  matters  of  the 
liquidation  the  creditors  may  desire  to 
discuss." 


Says  He  Has  Nothing  to  Ex- 
tenuate in  His  References  to 
Food  Hoarding — Will  Ig- 
nore CriticismSi 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  B.— W.  F.  O'Connor, 
cost  of  living  commissioner,  declares 
that  he  has  nothing  to  extenuate.  Mr. 
O'Connor  was  making  particular  refer, 
encs  to  his  recent  report  regarding  the 
quantities  of  eggs  held  in  storage  In 
Canada  as  on  January  1,  1918.  Discus- 
sing criticism  of  his  report,  Mr. 
O'Connor  referred  in  passing  ••  to  one 
Montreal  storare  company  dealing  in 
ecrgs,  which  he  did  not  name,  as  having 
declared  60  per  cent  on  its  capital  last 
year  in  addition  to  reserves. 

"I  said  that  the  prices  charged  for 
eggs  were  unjustifiable,  and  I  still  be- 
lieve they  were  unjustifiable,"  declared 
Mr.  O'Connor.  "I  said  that  an  Increase 
In  egg  holdings  of  {t  per  cent  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1918,  as  compared  with  January 
1,  1917,  was  unjustifiable,  and  I  still 
believe  it  to  be  so.  I  stated  that  these 
goods  ought  to  be  placed  on  the  market 
at  once  or  they  will  rot,  and  unless 
they  are  placed  on  the  market  during 
February  they  will  j-ot.  Further  than 
that,  if  the  bulk  of  them  have  been 
placed  on  the  market  since  .Tanusry  1, 
tha  date  to  whirh  my  report  refers, 
further  aetlon  will  not  be  necessary. 

"With  respect  to  what  I  said  T  have 
nothing  to  extenuate,  and  hope  that  so 
long  as  I  may  be  permitted  or  may 
choose  to  remain  in  my  position  as  cost 
of  living  commissioner.  I  shall  not  be 
deterred  by  any  means  or  eourse  of 
action  whatever  from  doing  what  I  con- 
ceive to  be  my  duty  with  respect  to  the 
premises. 

"Whenever  my  conduct  as  cost  of 
living  commissioner  Is  unsatisfactory. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  T  nhall  rerelvp  an 
intimation  to  that  effect,  whereupon  I 
shall  no  longer  be  cost  of  living  cora- 
mlspioner. 

"It  would  be  preposterous  to  expert 
me  to  reply  to  every  objection  to  any 
report  or  sUtement  I  might  make 
raised  by  any  one  of  the  millions  of 
people  In  Canada  who  might  be  affect- 
ed by  any  such  report  or  statement. 
Consequently,  after  what  I  have  said, 
and  can  or  will  say  In  the  future.  T 
shnll  have  to  let  criticism  of  my  re- 
portH  pass  unnoticed.  I  want  It  to  he 
dlntlnctly  understood  that  all  stnte- 
riienti"  insiieif  by  me  are  based  upon 
flRiires  obtained  from  the  books  of  the 
various   companies   affected."

He  declared  he  had  never 
seen  any  nooney  In  Chunpr  Tai's  preni- 


After  a  three-hour  inveatlKation  of 
the  mystery  of  the  alleged  dlBapp«'ar- 
ance  9f  |275  from  a  drawer  in  the 
counter  of  Chine«e  premises  at  1711 
Government  Street  during  a  raid 
made  by  {Ktllce  on  the  night  of  Sun- 
day, Januar.v  13,  last,  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners  yesterday  after- 
noon decided  that  there  wa*  no  evi- 
dence to  Hhow  that  any  one  of  the 
flvc  members  of  the  police  department 
by  whom  the  raid  was  made  could  be 
blaniod  for  the  disappearance  of  the 
money. 

Briefly  the  facta  were  that  on  that 
date  at  a  few  minutes  before  10 
o'clock  a  police  squad  compoaed  of 
Inspector  Ilea^ley,  Sergt.  Blackstock, 
Constables  Elder  and  Palmer  and  for- 
mer Licence  Inspector  Gregg  visited 
th"  Htore  of  Chung  Tal  at  the  above 
ad<lre!<a.  They  had  no  warrant,  liut 
ent«rod  the  place,  having  rPcHved  in- 
formation that  there  wa.'^  liquor  sec- 
rttcd  there.  .^fter  a  search  lasting 
ten  mlnuteB  they  loft,  having  failed  to 
find  any  sign  of  liquor,  th<iugh  a 
thf»rougli  sr^arrh  was  niadf,  during 
which,  it  was  Hhown  b.v  evldoncp 
taken  yesterda.v,  Inapoctor  Meatlpy 
and  Constabln  Klder  went  behind  the 
counter,  in  which  were  five  drawern, 
two  of  which  were  locked  and  three 
unlocked.  The  proprietor  of  the  store, 
Chung  Tal,  was  absent  when  the  po- 
lice called,  but  two  Chinese,  one  a 
kinsman  of  his,  were  thert',  while 
another  Chinese  was  sleeping  upntaira 
on  a  messamine  floor  at  the  rear  of 
the  store. 

Chung  Tai  returned  to  the  store 
just  before  the  police  left  and  It  was 
Bome  time  later  when  he  went  to  look 
in  the  drawers  that,  he  alleged,,  he 
dlsco\'ered  $275  which  he  had  put 
aside  for  customs  duty  and  freight 
was   gone. 

It  was  late  that  Sunday  night  when 
he  discovered  his  Iobh,  and,  so  he 
rtatcd,  he  was  unable  to  make  his 
complaint  until  the  next  day,  which 
he  did  through  Mr.  Hastings.  An  in- 
vestigation made  by  Detectives  Mur- 
ray and  Heather,  upon  order  of  Chief 
Langley,  resulted  in  tho  Chinese  case 
being  committed  to  writing,  where- 
upon it  was  submitted  to  the  Police 
Commissioners,  who  ordered  an  in- 
quiry. At  yesterday's  hearing  Chung 
tai  was  represented  by  Mr.  William 
Moresby,  while  City  Prosecutor  Har- 
rison acted  for  the  (Commission. 
Moasy  la  Drawsr 

The  evidence  of  the  Chlnp.«ie  was  to 
the  effect  that  tl\e  money  alleged  to 
have  disappeared  was  In  one  of  the 
unlocked  drawers,  in  a  roll  consist- 
ing of  two  one  hundred  bills,  seven 
tens  and  one  five.  There  were  other 
tnonevs  in  the  drawer,  payments  due 
to  Chinese,  while  in  another  locked 
drawer  adjoining  wns  a  considerable 
sum    which    did    not    disappear. 

A  plan  of  the  store  was  produced 
and  much  evidence  submitted  telllnc 
of  the  proceedings  during  the  raid. 
Chung  Tal  stated  that  when  he  left 
his  store  that  evening  there  were 
Wong  Kong  and  Low  Kong  In  the 
place.  When  he  returned  the  police 
were  there.  He  knew  both  China- 
men very  well,  they  had  often  been 
left  in  the  store  when  considerable 
sums  were  there  and  he  had  never 
missed  anything  and  he  was  satisfied 
they    had    not    touched    the    money. 

The  police  evidence,  summarized, 
was  to  the  effect  that  when  they 
entered  the  plac«>  Sergeant  Mlackslock 
went  to  the  rear,  where  he  remained 
all  the  time.  Constable  Klder  went 
behind  the  counter.  Constable  Palmer 
and  Inspector  Heatley  searched  the 
store  premises  outside  the  counter, 
and  Mr.  Gregg  stood  at  the  front  of 
the  store  and  near  the  end  of  the 
counter.  Inspector  Heatley  then  went 
to  the  rear  and  came  back  Just  be- 
fore Chung  Tal  returned  to  the  store 
and  he  was  behind  the  counter  when 
the  latter  entered,  bending  down  be- 
hind the  counter,  apparently  search- 
ing there  for  liquor.  A  few  minutes 
Inter  Inspector  Heatley  asked  Chung 
Tal  if  there  was  any  liquor  in  the 
place,  to  which  the  latter  stated, 
"you  have  looked:  there  Is  none." 
then    the   police    left    the    place. 

When  asked  if  he  was  suspicious 
when  he  saw  Inspector  Heatley  bend- 
ing down  behind  the  counter,  Chung 
Tai  naively  remarked  through  In- 
terpretator  Hastings,  ''^ow  could  I 
suppose  a  man  In  the  government 
employ  would  steal  money." 

Wong  Kong  corroborated  Chung 
Tai's  evidence  except  in  some  minor 
partictila^  Two  pollce>men  had  gone 
behind  the  counter,  but  he  could  not 
point  out  which  two.  He  did  not 
■ee  them  open  the  drawers,  but  as 
one  of  them  had  asked  for  the  key 
to  open  the  locked  drawer  he  sup- 
posed they  had  opened  the  other 
drawer.  After  the  police  had  gone 
he  had  told  Chung  Tal  of  the  police- 
men being  behind  the  counter  and 
then  had  gone  to  bed.  T^ater  Chung 
Tal  had  called  up  to  him  that  over 
1200  was  missing  from   the  drawer. 

Inspector   Heatley,  after  relating  the

Ises,  had  never  taken  any  from  any 
man  in  his  life,  had  been  seventeen 
years  a  police  officer,  and  his  record 
had  always  been  a  good  one.  Then  he 
harked  back  to  a  time,  three  weeks 
after  he  had  been  appointed  inspec- 
tor, to  declare  that  a  prominent  China- 
man who  has  in  interest  in  gamb- 
ling and  opium  dens  had  promised 
him  180  per  month  to  keep  his  uni- 
form men  out  of  Chinatown.  He  made 
this  statement,  he  said,  "only  to  show 
I  could  have  got  money  all  the  time 
if  I  had  wanted  to  take  it."  He  as- 
serted that  he  had  told  this  Chinaman 
he  would  not  do  what  the  latter 
wanted  even  for  1800  a  month.  In- 
spector Heatley  was  proceeding  to  tell 
of  this  Chinese  temptor  when  inter- 
rupted by  Mr.  Moresby,  who  stated  ho 
was  willing  to  admit  it  was  all  true, 
L'ut  when  would  the  officer  get  back 
to    thf   case    In    hand? 

"We'll  give  you  throe  minutes  to 
finlsli  with  that  I'hmanmn,"  imer- 
Jectt'd  the  Mayor  Xjf  the  Inspector  In 
a   somewhat   testy   manner. 

Slaps  at  BstaotlTaa 

The  inspector  went  on  to  say  that 
this  gambling  and  opium  magnate  had 
offered  to  buy  back  a  lot  ot  opium 
pipes  that  had  been  taken  in  police 
raid.s,  and  that  when  he  refused  to 
liH\e  anything  to  do  with  it  the  China- 
man had  told  him  "the  datectlves  do  it 
ail    the    time." 

With  this  slap  at  the  plain  clothes 
force  Inspector  Heatley  came  down  to 
date  and  procetided  with  his  evidence 
in   the   Chung  Tai   case. 

The  evidence  of  each  of  the  five 
police  officers  was  taken  and  it  co- 
incided with  that  of  the  Chinese  that 
but  two  of  tJie  officers  were  behind 
the  counter,  those  two  being  the  In- 
spector and  Constable  Elder.  The  lat- 
ter denied  emphatically  he  had  seen 
any  money  In  the  drawers  or  had 
taken  any.  .Mr.  Gregg  stated  that 
from  where  he  stood  he  could  sec 
Constable  Elder  behind  the  counter. 
If  the  latter  had  taken  anything  from 
the  drawers  he  would  have  had  to 
have  the  ability  of  a  sleight-of-hand 
man  for  him,  Gregg,  not  to  have 
noticed  it.  When  Inspector  Heatley 
was  behind  the  counter  ho  (Gregg) 
could  see  his  movements  from  where 
he  was  then  seated  in  a  chair  at  the 
end  of  the   counter. 

Right  here  Mr.  Gregg  burst  forth 
with  a  volunteered  testimony  of  In- 
spector Heatley  and  Sergeant  Fry,  the 
latter  of  whom  was  not  a  party  to 
the  proceedings,  to  the  effect  that  he 
believed  those  two  officers  were  "men 
of  sterling  qualities,  men  upon  whom 
the  people  of  Victoria  can  rely,  to 
whom  the  public  thanks  are  due." 

Mr.  Moresby  cross-questioned  Cons- 
table Elder  at  length  about  his  being 
taken  In  charge  as  a  deserter  from 
one  of  the  warships  here  after  he  had 
Joined  the  force.  Elder  denied  that 
except  in  a  technical  sense  he  had 
been  a  deserter.  He  admitted  he  was 
taken  back  to  England,  where  he  had 
got  his  discharge,  and  then  he  re- 
turned to  Victoria  and  rejoined  the 
force.  He  denied  that  he  had  lately 
been  buying  any  Jewelery  or  diamond 
rings,  and  when  Mr.  Moresby  aug- 
gcdtcd  he  had  purchased  a  VlhVt  diam- 
ond ring  the  constable  denied  It,  hut 
admitted  he  had  bought  a  "$2.50  phoney 
ring  on  Johnson  Street,"  but  that  waa 
before  the  raid  on  Chung  Tai's  prem- 
ises. It  was  true  he  had  bought  a 
Victrola,  but  that  was  also  before  the 
raid,  and  he  was  still  making  monthly 
payments  of  $10  thereon,"  and  I  still 
owe  money  on  It,"  he  stated. 
AUagaa  XUagal  Matliods 

Prior  to  the  taking  of  evidence  Mr. 
Moresby  brought  up  the  question  of 
police  methods. 

"What  we  object  to,"  he  said, 
"apart  from  the  disappearance  of  the 
money,  Is  that  the  police  went  to 
Chung  Tai's  premises  without  a  war- 
rant, made  no  demand  whatever  for 
anything  and  commenced  a  general 
rining  of  private  papers,  etc.  If  they 
went  into  an  ordinary  white  man's 
house  they  would  first  have  asked 
what  was  in  that  drawer,  and  If  they 
got  no  answer  would  have  forced  him 
to  open  it.  But  In  this  case  they  Just 
went  ahead  without  warrant  or  color 
of  rltjht.  Whether  the  manner  In 
which  the  raid  was  conducted  resulted 
In  the  loss  of  the  mone.v,  certainly 
the  unwarranted  way  the  police  pro- 
ceeded warrants  that  they  be  severe- 
ly reprimanded.  It  has  been  settled 
that  under  the  Prohibition  Act  no 
search  can  bo  made  without  a  war- 
rant and  what  the  police  did  in  this 
case  was  an  invasion  of  private  rights. 
If  the  police  have  a  warrant  to  arrest 
under  a  criminal  charge  they  must 
make  a  demand  for  entry  before  en- 
forcing the  warrant.'* 

In  holding  that  the  evidence  before 
them  was  not  sufficient  and  that  they 
were  unanimous  In  'dismissing  the 
whole  matter,"  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners made  no  reference  to  the 
question  of  the  proper  or  improper 
methods  of  conducting  the  raid. 

Mr.  Harrison  opined  the  police  in 
certain  cases  had  a  right  to  enter 
without  a  warrant  where  they  had 
reasonable  grounds  for  believing 
liquor  was  secreted,  but  as  to  the 
rig*tt  to  break  In,  that  waa  a  different 
matter,  but  not  the  point  before  the 
Commlasion. 


HOW  LORD'S  DAY  ACT 
WORKS  ON  SUNDAYS 


Extracts  From  Statute  Show 
What  Is  Banned  and  Permit- 
ted, if  Attorney  -  General 
Heeds  Police  Board. 


CITY  TO  SELL  BONDS 


Victoria  will  Host  an  issue  of  ItOO,- 
000  worth  of  debentures  locally. 

The  decision  was  reached  after  a 
consultation  between  an  aldermanic 
committee  and  a  delegation  of  repre- 
sentatlYes  of  Victoria's  leedlns  flnan* 
dal  bouses,  amons  them  being  Meesrs. 
A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  F.  B.  Pembcrton  and 
A.  R.  Wolfenden. 

It  was  felt  that  the  sums  obtained 
last  year  by  sales  of  local  improTe- 
ment  bonds  in  Victoria  instilled  the 
experiment,  and  the  tnayor  and  alder- 
men asked  the  delegation  fnr  data  re- 
speetlns  the  lAnslbimies  of  subserlp- 
tloas  here  In  view  of  their  experleacs 


Some  of  the  outstanding  clr^usea  in 
the  Lord's  Day  Act.  which  has  been 
ordered  rigidly  enforced  by  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners,  pending  pro- 
secutions by  the  Attorney -General, 
follows: 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son on  the  Lord's  Day.  except  as  pro- 
vided herein,  or  In  any  Provincial  act 
or  law  now  or  hereafter  In  torce,  to 
sell  or  offer  (or  sale  or  purchase  any 
goods,  chattels,  or  other  personal  pro- 
perty, or  any  real  esUte.  or  to  carry 
on  or  transact  any  business  of  his  or- 
dinary calling,  or  in  connection  with 
such  calling,  or  for  gain  to  do,  or  em- 
ploy any  person  to  do,  on  that  day, 
any    work,  business   or   labor." 

This  Is  the  main  prohibitory  section. 
K  is  of  universal  application  No  class 
is  exempt  It  prohibits  the  work  and 
business  of  one's  ordinary  calling  and 
any  work  for  gain. 

SmargaBcy    Oasaa    BaaiBpt 

"Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  it 
shall  not  l)e  lawful  for  any  person  to 
require  an>'  pnlt)lo.^ee8  engageil  in  any 
work  or  rectlvlng,  tran.viiilttliiK  or  de- 
livering tclegrai>h  or  telephone  ines- 
saes,  or  in  the  work  of  any  industrial 
process,  or  In  connection  with  trans- 
portation, to  do  on  the  Lord's  Day  the 
usual  work  of  his  <allfng,  unless  such 
employee  is  allowed  during  tho  next 
six  days  of  such  week  twenty-four 
consecutive    hours    without   labor. 

"This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
employee  engaged  in  the  work  of  any 
Industrial  process  In  which  the  regular 
day's  labor  of  such  employee  is  not 
more  than  eight  hours'  duration. 
OoBtaats    for    Prlsas    Barrad 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son on  the  Lord's  Day,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  any  Provincial  act  or  law  now 
or  hereafter  In  force,  to  engage  in  any 
public  game  or  contest  for  gain,  or  for 
any  prize  or  award,  or  to  be  present 
thereat,  or  to  provide,  engage  In.  or 
be  present  at  any  performance  or  pub- 
lic meeting,  elsewhere  than  In  a 
church,  at  which  any  fee  Is  charged, 
directly  or  Indirectly,  either  for  ad- 
mission to  such  performance  or  meet- 
ing, or  to  any  place  within  which  the 
sumels  provided,  or  for  any  service  or 
privilege  thereat. 

"When  any  performance  at  which  an 
admission  fee  or  any  other  fee  is  so 
charged  is  provided  in  any  building  or 
place  to  which  persons  are  conveyed 
for  hire  by  proprietors  or  managers  of 
such  performance  or  by  anyone  acting 
as  their  agent  or  under  their  control, 
the  charge  for  such  conveyance  shall 
be  deemed  an  Indirect  payment  of 
such  fee  within  the  meaning  of  this 
section. 

XxonrsioBs  Troblbltsd 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son on  the  Lord's  Day,  except  as  pro- 
vided by  any  Prrnlnclal  act  or  law 
now  or  hereinafter  in  force,  to  run, 
conduct,  or  convey  by  any  mode  of 
conveyance  any  excursion  on  which 
passengers  are  conveyed  for  hire,  and 
having  for  Its  principal  or  only  object 
the  carriage  on  that  day  of  such  pas- 
sengers for  amusement  or  pleasure, 
and  passengers  so  conveyed  shall  not 
be  deemed  passengers  within  the 
meaning  of  the  act 

"It  shall  not  be  lewful  for  any  per- 
son on  the  Lord's  iJay  to  shoot  with 
or  use  any  gun,  rifle  or  other  sLmllai 
engine,  either  for  gain,  or  In  i-uch 
manner  or  In  such  places  as  to  dis- 
turb other  persons  In  attendance  .it 
public  worship  or  in  the  observance  of 
that  day. 

roralgn  Vspars  "TsrtotUi" 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  per- 
son to  bring  Into  Canada  for  sale  or 
distribution,  or  to  sell  or  distribute 
within  Canada,  on  the  Lord's  Day,  any 
foreign  newspaper  or  publication  class- 
ified as  a  newspaper. 

Works  of  "necessity  and  merry"  are 
excepted.  The  druggist  can  sell  on  the 
Lord's  Day  only  drugs,  medicines  and 
surgical  appliances — nothing  else — and 
these  only  when  wanted  for  the  "re- 
lief of  sickness  or  suffering."  He  can- 
not sell  cigars,  drinks,  stamps,  mag- 
azines, etc..  nor  can  these  be  sold  in 
hotels  or  elsewhere  under  any  clr- 
cumsances. 

"The  conveying  qf  travellers  and 
work  Incidental  thereto"  Is  allowed  In 
the  act.  Work  "Incidental  thereto" 
probably  would  Include  the  conveying 
of  personal  baggase.  The  work  of 
newsagents  on  trains  or  platforms  or 
In  stations  Is  absolutely  prohibited. 
Trains  and  vessels  are  allowed  to  con- 
tinue to  their  destinations  on  Sundays, 
but  the  making  up  and  starting  of 
freight  trains  and  vessels  on  the  Lord's 
E>ay   la  prohibited. 

TaUy-boB  and  Vawspapers 

Operation  of  tally-hos  or  other 
sight-seeing  or  touring  conveyances  in 
which  people  are  carried  for  hire,  or 
the  hlrins  of  conveyances  for  purposes 
of  business,  labor,  or  pleasure  excur- 
sions, la  not  permitted. 

The  publication,  sale  and  distribution 
of  papers  on  Sundays  is  not  allowed, 
but  any  unavoidable  work  after  « 
o'clock  In  the  afternoon  of  Sunday  In 
the  preparation  of  a  dally  newspaper 
la  permissible. 

"No  action  or  prosecution  for  a 
violation  of  this  act,"  the  statute  con- 
cludes, "shall  be  commenced  without 
the  leave  of  the  Attorney-General  for 
the  Province  In  which  the  offence  Is 
alleged  to  have  been  committed,  nor 
after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  from 
the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  al- 
leged  offence." 

The  phrase  "except  as  provided  In 
any  Provincial  act  or  law  now  or  here- 
inafter In  force"  neither  delegates  to 
nor  confers  on  the  Province  power  to 
legislate,  nor  does  It  validate  Provin- 
cial lawa  If  these  are  ultra  virea. 
Whether  the  Provinces  have  any  power 
to  leslslate  on  th*  Lord's  Day  question 
and  to  what  extent.  Is  determined 
by  the  British  North  America  Act.  as 
it  has  been  or  may  yet  be  interpreted 
by  the  courts.

Tbe  Gennana  an  not  In  the  habit 
iff  beraldlns  their  military  purpose* 
ao  that  tha  publicity  riven  aboot  the 
ofTenalve  they  are  planning  In  the 
Weat  muat  be  accepted  with  all  re- 
■erve.  It  would  be  in  their  beat  in- 
terest to  achieve  victory  there,  but 
the  aanaequences  of  defeat,  or  even  of 
a  return  to  the  position  of  atalemat'^ 
would  have  a  dlsaatroua  effect  on  pub- 
lic opinion  in  Oermany.  But  the  men- 
ace on  the  West  la  not  to  be  Ignored: 
that  la  to  say  every  preparation  must 
be  made  to  meet  It,  even  if  there  are 
good  srounds  for  believing  it  will 
never  eventuate.  Our  own  opinion  la 
that  ^hlle  the  enemy  ma^  attempt  a 
powerful,  sudden  blow  he  will  not  be 
prepared  to  keep  up  the  pressure  &a 
he  did  In  the  case  of  Verdun,  and.  If 
he  flnda  he  Is  foiled  during  the  first 
few  weeks,  he  will  turn  his  attentionn 
i-Ue  where. 

The  state  of  public  opinion  In  Ger- 
tuany  demands  decisive  action.  This 
Is  the  problem  before  Field  Marshal 
von  Hlndenburg.  Now  that  Itussla 
has  eliminated  herself  from  the  war 
the  German  peoples  look  to  their  lend- 
ers to  force  their  way  to  victory  dur- 
ing the  cominK  Spring.  Public  opin- 
ion in  Germany  has  been  educated  to 
dicregard  the  effertlveness  of  Amer- 
ican Inlerventiun  during  the  present 
year.  Whether  this  conception  is 
right  remains  to  be  proved.  What  Is 
apparent  Is  that  the  next  few  months 
will  see  a  Teutonic  concentration  on 
some  front  greater  than  any  that  has 
been  attempted  during  the  war.  With 
the  elimination  of  Ruasla,.  Germany 
and  Austria  can  bring  to  any  other 
frr.nt  they  aeo  fit  approximately  1,000,- 
000  men  and  thousands  of  guns.  In 
the  light  of  the  manner  in  which  they 
fcave  been  able  to  repel  Allied  attacks 
In  ^e  past  the  gravity  of  the  new  alt' 
bbtlon  cannot  be  underestimated.  It 
vieans  that  the  Allies,  In  addition  to 
strengthening  their  fronta  by  throw- 
ing In  reinforcements  and  greatly  In- 
creasing their  gun-power  at  all  points 
to  meet  any  threat,  must  alao  bring 
into  existene#  «  mobUft  army  oa(>abIe 
of  speedily  reinforcing  whatever  point 
if  in  danger.  This  feature  of  the  mili- 
tary altuation  is  doubtless  the  one 
vhlch  ocoupied  the  forefront  of  dis- 
cussion at  the  Versaillies  conferenca 
and  for  thia  reason  It  ia  posslblo  to 
undernUnd  why  Mr.  Bonar  Law  stated 
the  Government  could  not  Inform  the 
public,  what  had  been  decided  upon  as 
by  doing  so  vkluablo  information 
would  be  given  to  the  enemy. 

The  Allies  have  had  to  fact  no  such 
Kerioua  problem  since  the  early  days 
of  the  war  when  the  Germans  made 
their  rapid  advance  on  Paris  and  sub- 
sequently their  repeated  atUcks  In  an 
endeavor  to  win  through  to  the  Chan- 
nel ports.  The  capability  of  Allied  re- 
sistance In  the  past  is  the  surest  guar- 
antee they  will  be  able  to  meet  and 
defeat  all  the  forces  that  the  Teutons 
can  bring  to  bear  in  the^  coming  en- 
counter. The  real  danger  is  that  the 
German  High  Command  may  be  at- 
tempting to  dupe  the  Allies  by  herald- 
ing a  great  offensive  on  the  Western 
front.  It  Is  possible  their  plana  may 
1»e  conceived  to  strike  with  all  their 
force  against  Italy  with  a  view  to 
putting  her  out  of  the  war.  This  Is 
one  of  the  contingencies  the  Allies 
must  guard  against.  Another' lg  the 
threat  to  the  armies  in  Macedonia. 
These  combined  considerations  are 
what  have  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
millUry  plans  for  the  year,  while) 
other  factors  are  the  ability  of  the  Al- 
lied  armies  to  react  after  enemy  blows 
and  tha  possibility  of  offensives  to 
forestall  Teutonic  strokes. 

We  know  of  nothing  more  caksu'ated 
,to  ahorten  thib  duration  ^f  the  war 
than  an  Iramenae  and  sustained  offten- 
alve  by  the  Oermana  Ip  the  West. 
Their  loaaes  would  be  enormous  and 
if  It  were  poeslble  for  the  Allies  to 
rf^ct  when  the  Teutonic  efforts  are 
emended  victory  should  be  within 
t.helr  grasp.  G.^rmany  must  realise 
that  alt  her  paat  efforU  agalnat  the 
Anglo-French  forces  hare  been  with- 
out avail-  She  muft  know  the  condi- 
lioaa  under  which  she  attacked  In  the 
past  were  altogether  favorable  to  her 
arma.  She  mast  be  aware,  too,  aa 
the  hiatory  of  trench  warfare  has 
ahown,  aa  It  la  conducted  on  the 
Waatem  front,  that  while  in  offensives 
tbare  ia  invariably  initial  aucceas  the 
%mount  of  grountf  won  bpfore  the  on- 
ilavght  is  chocked  never  baa  warrant- 
•Kl  the  Immense  oaaualtlea  that  have 
toWi  auatalnad.  If  Oennanr  haa  not 
learned  theae  lesaona  the  acumen  of 
her  High  Command  la  at  fault  We 
believe  ahe  haa.  and  If  ahe  att^pta 
any  great  offenaiTe  In  th0  Weat  it 
win  be  aocmnpanled  by  aome  novel 
'eaturea  of  warfiare.  On  tbe  other 
tan«  the  taak  InTOlvad  In  strtMng 
>n  »h<  Italian  front  doea  not  present 
nearly  so  great  dlfllcultlea.  For  this 
reaann  tt  ta  OAneelvable  >her  next  blow 
will  not  alMM  be  oillHary  In  Ita  alg*- 
nificaace    but    wiu   atoe   b«   d«alffn«4 


for  political  aad  ecivkomic  purpoaea. 
If  It  was  purely  for  tbe  latter  purpose 
tbe  logteal  point  of  attaelt  would  be 
Southern  Ruaala.  or  another  attempt 
to  defeat  tbe  Brltlab  Navy.  Ocmany 
haa  reached  a  point  where  ahe  haa  to 
mollify  her  own  people.  If  ahe  can- 
not give  them  outright  victory  in  the 
war  her  purpose  will  be  to  make  such 
sensational  gains  aa  will  flatter  the 
Teutonic  mind  and  ateel  her  people  to 
further  aacrlflcea.  v 

The  grave  mistake  Oermany  is 
making  Is  underestimating  the  Im- 
portance of  American  atrength  in  the 
r^ar.  We  believe  that  the  American 
troops  win  make  their  presence  felt 
on  the  Western  front  this  Spring  In 
a  manner  which  will  be  a  revelation 
to  the  enemy.  Oermany,  too.  If  she  is 
contemplating  an  offensive  in  the 
Weat  doea  not  realize  that  the  morale 
of  the  British  and  French  armies  is 
higher  than  at  any  period  of  the  war, 
their  numbers  more  considerable  and 
their  gun-power  heavier,  and  always 
increasing.  In  the  air  the  Anglo-French 
domlnrince  is  becoming  more  pro- 
nounced all  the  time.  The  enemy,  if 
he  Anally  decides  to  strike  in  the 
West  with  all  his  power,  will  be  mak- 
Ine  his  last  erreat  effort  of  the  war. 
Judged  by  all  the  experiences  of>the 
past  and  a  knowledge  of  p^-esent  con- 
ditions among  the  Anglo-French  ar- 
mies any  such  offensive  is  foredoomed 
to  failure.  Field  Marshal  von  Hlnden- 
l.urg's  boast  that  he  will  be  In  Paris 
by  April  is  nothing  but  bombast  de- 
eignoil  fo  <i»let  civlUan  unrest  In  Oer- 
many.

TUJE:  RfllON  OF  CHAOS 


THK  PACIFIC  OIUSAT  KASTUKN 


It  is  hardly  to  be  wondered  at  It  the 
people  of  British  <'olumbla  are  ex- 
hibiting a  <.-ertain  restlcssnesM  because 
no  modus  vlvendl  haa  been  reached  re- 
garding the  affairs  of  the  Pacific  Great 
Kastern  Railway.  There  Is  a  very 
large  sum  of  money  tied  up  In  the 
road,  but  while  there  is  a  partial  ser- 
vice In  operation,  the  benellts  derived 
are  altogether  inadcciuate  considering 
the  financial  outlay.  Jn  the  mean- 
time the  value  of  the  work  done  to- 
wards completing  the  railway  to  Fort 
George  is  depreciating  because  build- 
ing operations  have  been  suspended. 
This  means  the  investment  must  de- 
teriorate, and  as  it  is  the  people's 
money  which  Is  at  stake  it  is  only 
natural  so  much  uneasiness  should  be 
felt. 

The  deadlock  between  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  railway  company  is  one 
avhich  the  exercise  of  a  little  states- 
manship, and  a  little  give  and  take  on 
both  sides,  could  overcome.  We  think 
all  are  agreed  on  the  wisdom  of  com- 
pleting the  railway  to  Fort  George  and 
subsequently  carrying  tt  into  the  Pea(^ 
River  country.  Premier  Brewster  last 
year  visited  the  portions  of  the  Prov- 
ince which  it  Is  Intended  the  railway 
will  open  up,  and  on  bis  return  spoke 
in  glowing  language  of  their  poten- 
tialities. The  natural  inference  from 
his  statement  was  that  every  effort 
would  be  made  to  provide,  in  the 
speediest  fashion  possible,  for  the 
completion  of  the  PaclHc  Great  Sast- 
ern.  so  as  to  Insure  transportation  be- 
tween the  coast  and  some  of  the  rich- 
est territory  of  the  Province. 

The  months  are  slipping  away,  and 
nothing  of  a  tangible  character  has 
been  done.  There  have  been  rumors 
of  all  kinds  about  negotiations  be- 
tween the  Government  and  the  com- 
pany. It  has  been  intimated  that  at 
the  forthcoming  session  legislation 
will  be  brought  down  which  will  lead 
to  the  resumption  of  construction 
work  on  the  road.  We  do  not  know 
If  there  Is  any  trt>th  In  these  state- 
ments. What  we  do  know  Is  that  the 
Government  should  explain  to  the  peo- 
ple, whose  money  Is  invested  in  the 
undertaking,  what  proposals  are  in 
view  to  insure  the  desired  connections 
being  established.  The  relations  be- 
tween the  Government  and  the  con- 
tractors are  by  no  means  Incapable  of 
adjustment.  Then,  again,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  all  this  time  the 
Provincial  Government  is  called  upon 
to  foot  the  fixed  charges  on  the  road, 
for  which  money  has  to  be  borrowed 
and  the  Provincial  debt  proportion- 
ately increaaed. 

We  would  strongly  urge  that  the 
matter  of  reaching  a  compromise  on 
the  difficulties  which  exist  should  be 
approached  In  a  businesslike  way.  The 
people  of  the  Province  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  submit  to  iaissez  falre  treai; 
ment  where  so  much  money  is  In- 
volved. The  attitude  of  public  opin- 
ion is  reflected  in  the  representations 
that  have  been  made  to  the  cabinet  by 
the  Boards  of  Trade  of  Vancouver  and 
Victoria  and  by  other  delegations 
•from  up-country  who  have  placed  the 
claims  of  their  districts  before  the 
Government  from  time  to  time.  The 
resumption  of  work  on  the  Paclflc 
Great  E^astern.  without  any  further 
delay,  and  the  completion  of  the  road 
at  the  earlleat  poaalble  date  are  ob- 
vloualy  what  the  Government  should 
be  Instrumental  In  bringing  about 
Postponement  of  action,  or  temporla- 
ing  with  the  diflVculty,  will  only  lead 
to  public  exasperation. 

We  do  not  venture  to  suggest  what 
would  be  the  best  plan  under  the  clr- 
cumstances.  aa  that  la  a  matter  of  ar- 
rangement between  the  Government 
and  tbe  company.  All  the  public  are 
concerned  with  la  that  their  invest- 
ment should  be  aafegnarded  and  that 
ateps  ahould  be  taken  at  once  to  maVe 
it  remunerative.  The  longer  a  de- 
cialoB  ia  poatponed  the  more  money  ia 
being  waated.  Looked  at  from  an 
economic  atandpoint.  we  mar«-el  that 
so  many  months  have  been  spent  in 
what  have  t>een  apparently  useleaa  de- 
llbcratlona.  From  what  i*e  can  leari^ 
there  Is  a  solution  of  the  difllculty  la 
alcht     If  thaiQoverniDeni  wyi  keep  in 
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If  the  hope  of  tbe  future  of  the 
workl  lies  with  the  BolshevUU  i\^d  the 
methods  they  espouse,  we  are  face  to 
face  with  a  war  of  extermination  in 
which  those  who  have  no  respect  for 
law  and  order  will  seek  to  gain  the 
upper  hand  by  a  policy  of  organised 
murder.  What  is  happening  In  Russia 
today  has  never  been  paralleled  In 
the  world's  history.  There  Is  a  regime 
In  power  which  appears  utterly  devoid 
of  any  policy  except  that  of  putting 
out  of  the  way  all  who  disagree  with 
Its  so-called  Socialistic  principles. 
Which  appear  to  mean  confiscation 
of  everything.  The  Bolshevik!  are 
rapidly  bringing  Russia  to  a  condition 
from  which  it  will  take  decades  to 
recover.  They  are  disbanding  their 
army  at  the  front  and  organizing  what 
they  term  Red  Guards  for  the  purpose 
of  pillaging  and  murdering  the  bour- 
geolsc  of  the  country.  The  bourgeoise 
of  Russia  consist  of  the  tradesmen  and 
tha  middle  class  generally,  in  'fact, 
tliose  who  In  many  countries  form  the 
bulk  of  the  population,  but  who,  In 
Russia,  are  outnumbered  by  the  pea- 
santry. The  latter  have  not  thrown 
in  their  lot  with  the  Bolshevlkl.  In 
fact,  the  food  famine  in  the  country  Is 
caused  through  the  pe-asontry  wlthold- 
Ing  supplies  because  they  do  not  recog- 
nize the  currency  Issued  by  the  present 
regime  as   being  legal  lender. 

As  to  the  Internecine  strife  going  on 
in  tiie  country  It  Is  impossible  to  fcjrm 
any  conception  of  what  will  be  Its 
ultimate  result,  except  thai  It  must 
eventually  mean  the  establishment  of 
a  responsible  Government.  Finland  Is 
fighting  for  her  freedom  and  so  fur 
successfully.  The  Ukraine,  the  richest 
of  Russian  domains,  does  not  recognize 
the  power  at  Petrograd.  The  Rou- 
manians have  turned  on  their  former 
allies  and  arc  expelling  them  from 
their  territory.  In  Turkestan  there  Is 
fighting  In  progress,  with  varying  for- 
tunes, while  Siberia  is  another  hotbed 
of  dissension.  The  opposition  to  the 
Bolshevlkl  Is  disorganized,  and  hence 
their  ability  to  retain  power,  but  they 
do  so  at  the  expense  of  creating  new 
enemies  every  day  and  getting  farther 
away  from  the  goal  of  their  aspira- 
tions, which  apparently  is  to  establish 
and  Enforce  mob  rule.  Their  negotia- 
tions with  the  Central  Powers  have 
been  suspended,  or  If  they  have  not,  no 
progress  is  being  made.  The  Teutonic  * 
Allies  have  no  need  to  worry  over  the 
situation,  for  in  any  event  Russia  has 
reached  such  a  condition  that  it  has 
become  an  easy  prey.  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances, M.  Trotzky's  policy  of 
peace  without  annexations  or  indem- 
nities gives  the  Brest-Lltovsk  confer- 
ence the  semblance  of  comic  opera,  for 
one  of  the  parties  to  the  negotiations 
is  absolutely  without  the  power  to  en- 
force its  demands.  No  wonder,  then, 
if  the  situation,  as  It  has  developed, 
has  caused  the  smile  on  the  face  of  the 
tiger  to  broaden. 

Russia  is  reaping  the  whirlwind  of 
allowing  the  most  lawless  element  in 
her  midst  to  seize  the  reins  of  power. 
There  are  millions  of  her  citizens  who 
today  arc  praying  that  she  will  return 
to  her  allegiance  to  her  Allies,  for 
only  In  that  way  is  the  future  sta- 
bility of  the  country  secure.  M. 
Lenine's  and  M.  Trotzky's  antipathy  to 
Britain  and  France,  and  their  predi- 
lections for  a  rapprochement  with 
Oermany  are  not  helping  their  regime 
to  broaden  its  hold  on  power,  for  sane 
public  opinion  In  Russia  is  opposed  to 
an  alliance  with  the  Teutons.  The 
country  is  now  going  through  a  reign 
of  chaos  which  is  becoming  worse  con- 
founded all  the  time.  No  one  can 
prophesy  what  will  be  tfte  outcome.

HESITATE  TO  REVISE 
MARKET  ORDINANCE 


Aid.  Andros  Claims  Agitation 
to  Change  By-Law  Is  At- 
tempt to  Kill  Whole  Estab- 
lishment—Action Postponed 


The  City  Council  Is  still  undecided 
as  to  whether  It  will  let  the  Market 
By-law  stand  or  revise  It  here  and 
there  to  satisfy  the  criticism  leveled 
against  the  ordinance  last  year  from 
several  quarters.  Action  was  post- 
poned for  a  week. 

The  suggestion  was  made  hy 
Mayor  Todd  that  the  by-law  should 
be  examined  clause  by  clause,  giving 
the  stallholders  and  other  parties  in- 
terested ample  opportunity  to  make 
representations  to  the  Council  be- 
fore the  amendments  proposed  were 
put   into   force. 

That  the  principal  objections  to 
the  hy-law  as  It  now  stood  had  dis- 
appeared sioce  the  return  of  the  full 
Saturday,  as  a  business  day.  was  the 
contention  of  Aid.  Walker,  who  said 
he    had    Just    had    an    Interview    with

In  the 
last  four  months  this  branch  has 
paid  out  135.915.18  for  material  for 
Red  Cross  supplies.  The  branch  had 
774  life  members  on  Dec.  31.  There 
should  be  nearly  3.000.  In  this 
fourth  year  of  the  war  the  Red 
Cross  appeals  to  all  life  members 
who  can  subscribe  an  additional  $25 
as  life  membership  fee  for  some  re- 
lative  or   friend. 

"In  addition  to  this,  we  appeal  to 
every  life  member  to  immediately 
and  by  personal  effort  secure  at  least 
one  additional  life  member  for  the 
society.  Besides  securing  one  or 
more  new  life  members,  try  to  send 
in  the  names  of  one  or  two  friends 
who  should  he  life  members,  but 
but  whom  you  cannot  secure,  and 
we  will  have  them  canvassed  by 
somebne  else.  A  life  merftljershlp 
covers  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  So- 
ciety as  a  whole,  no  matter  where 
taken  out.  After  the  war  there  may 
be  conventions  and  other  privileges. 
Meantime  It  shows  peVsonal  attach- 
ment to  a  great  cause  and  the  fee 
helps  to  care  for  our  sick  and 
wounded    at    the    front. 

Want    to   Raise   $25,000 

"If  the  Red  Cross  gets  by  this 
campaign  one  thousand  more  life 
members.  It  will  mean  $25,000.  and 
will  save  the  financial  situation  for 
the  present.  In  all  cases  life  mem- 
berships may  be  paid  In  instalments. 
Certiflcate  and  pin  will  be  issued 
when  payment  is  complete.  Please 
don't  delay  about  this,  but  try  to 
get  a  new  life  member  this  week." 

The  Red  Cross  Society  wants  to 
make  It  clear  that  this  letter  has 
been  mailed  to  all  life  members.  In- 
cluding thos^  who  have  only  sub- 
scribed the  necessary  $25  to  qualify 
as  well  as  those  who  have  been  able 
to  subscribe  much  more  liberally. 
While  many  persons  to  whom  the 
letter  has  been  sent  will  not  be  able 
to  contribute  any  additional  amount 
at  present.  It  Is  hoped  that  all  will 
Interest  themselves  In  the  campaign 
and  endeavor  to  induce  some  friend 
to  contribute  his  name.  Influence  and 
money  to  the  Red  Cross  cause.  The 
life  membership  fee  l.s  $25.  and  will 
be  accepted  at  headquarters  or  at 
any  of  the  auxiliary  branches  In  In- 
stalments so  long  as  the  amount  Is 
stated  to  be  on  account  of  life  mem- 
bership when  It  Is  paid  and  receipt 
Issued   accordingly.

The  coveted  DlBtlngulshed  Conduct 
Medal  haa  been  won  by  Brigade 
8erst.-Majar  Sidney  Bvans,  son  of 
Mrs.  B.  M.  Evans,  of  237  Govern- 
ment Street. 

Serct-Major  Evans  left  Victoria 
with  the  first  draft  of  the  5th  Artil- 
lery, which  went  from  the  city  on 
August  26.  1914.  He  was  gunner 
at  that  time,  but  by  sheer  merit 
won  steady  promotion  on  the  fleld 
until  h»  reached  his  present  rank. 
He  had  not  long  to  Walt  after  cross- 
Ins  overseas  before  belnff  sent  to 
France,  reachlnr  the  flghtlns  line  on 
February  8,  Just  about  three  years 
•(o.  He  has  been  right  through  all 
the  big  actions  participated  in  by 
the  Canadians,  and  has  shown  con-i 
alstent  ability  as  a  soldier,  sharing 
also  In  an  unusual  measure  of  good 
luck  by  coming^  through  three  years 
of  such  terrific  fighting  without  be-; 
ing   disabled. 

Many  of  the  first  boys  who  ever 
attended  the  University  School,- 
Mount  Tolmie,  will  remember  Sergt.- 
Major  Evans.  Although  born  In  New 
Westminster,  and  his  earliest  edu- 
cation b«lng  received  In  the  Vancou- 
ver schools,  he  attended  the  Univer- 
sity School  subsequently.  Later  he 
entered  the  ofllce  of  Mr.  Joshua 
Klngham,  an  uncle  by  marriage.  He 
was  twenty-five  last  September. 

The  telegram  conveying  the  good 
news  was  received  in  Vancouver  by 
Sergt.-Major  Evans'  sister,  Mrs.  Cj 
C  Kenning,  whose  husband  is  also 
at  the  front.  An  uncle.  Gunner! 
Fawcett,  brother  of  Mrs.  Evans,  is 
alsco  in  the  fighting  line,  so  that  the 
family  is  well  represented  in  thel 
Great  War.

DISABLED  SOIBIERS 
SUBJECT  OF  STORY 


Mr.  James  H.  Hill,  of  Provin- 
cial Returned  Soldiers'  Com- 
mission, Will  Tell  How  They 
are  Reinstated. 


"From  Down  and  Out  to  Up  and 
In  Again,"  the  story  of  the  various 
stages  in  a  disabled  soldier's  return 
to  civil  life  Is  to  be  told  at  St.  Paul's 
Presbyterian  Military  and  Naval 
Church,  corner  Henry  and  Mary 
Streets,  Victoria  West,  on  Wednes- 
day, February  7,  by  James  H.  Hill, 
of  the  Provincial  Returned  Soldiers' 
Commission.  It  will  be  copiously  il- 
lustrated with  about  100  lantern 
slides  showing  views  all  the  way 
from  a  dressing  station  In  France  to 
the  Military  Convalescent  Hospital 
at  Quallcum,  Vancouver  Island,  B. 
C. 

These  slides  have  been  prepared 
by  the  Military  Hospitals  Commiu- 
slon  to  bring  before  the  public  in  a 
popular  and  instructive  way  some 
particulars  of  the  system  followed 
by  that  body  In  <]ealing  with  our  re- 
turned   invalided    soldiera 

The  care  and  treatment  of  invalid- 
ed men  is  a  subject  of  the  warmeBt 
personal  interest.  What  can  be  done 
to  restore  these  men  to  health  and 
capacity,  to'  the  happiness  that 
comes  through  self-supporting  in- 
dustry and  independence,  and  how 
it  is  actually  being  done,  will  be  de- 
scribed   in    this    illustrated    lecture. 

The  task  undertaken  by  the  Mili- 
tary Hospitals  Commission  Is  one  of 
the  most  dlfflcult  ever  forced  upon  a 
nation.  As  many  as  possible  of  the 
relatives  and  friends  of  our  soldiers 
at  the  front  should  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  learn  some- 
thing of  the  way  in  which  its  dlfll- 
cultles,  one  after  another,  are  being 
overcome    by    scientific    Ingenuity 

The  slides  used  to  illustrate  this

A  large  delegation  of  British  Colum- 
Iila  stockmen,  among  them  Dr.  S.  P. 
ToImlc,  M.P.  for  Victoria,  Is  now  at 
Toronto  attending  the  conference  on 
sheep  and  wool  affairs,  which  has  at- 
tracted breeders  from  all  over  Canada 
and  many  parts  of  the  United  States. 

The  conference  which  began  yester- 
day, will  undoubtedly  be  the  most 
momentous  event  In  the  she"p  history 
of  th^  Dominion.  Government  officials 
will  be  present  to  take  up  the  matter 
ot  closf>r  harmony  with  the  Eastern 
t'lXtile  Interests,  and  the  manufactur- 
ers will  be  there  to  put  their  case  be- 
fore the  sh"cpmen.  There  has  been  a 
long  drawn-out  feud  between  the 
wool  dealers,  and  an  attempt  will  be 
made  to  wipe  this  out  and  start  anew, 
the  object  being  to  devote  every  effort 
in  the  future  to  blend  these  Indus- 
tries for  a  more  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the   war. 

Growers   to   Fight  I'^mbargo 

An  appeal  was  made  a  few  weeks 
ago  by  the  manufacturers  to  have  an 
embargo  placed  on  the  export  of  Can- 
adian wool.  Action  was  deferred  until 
the  conference,  so  as  to  give  every 
branch  of  the  Industry  an  opportunity 
to  speak,  ("aiuidlan  mills  have  not 
shown  a  very  keen  Interest  In  WeSt- 
crn  wools  until  this  season,  largely 
because  they  are  not  equipped  to 
comb  the  staple  lengths.  Growers 
will  fight  the  embargo,  because  they 
contend  that  If  the  mills  want  their 
wool  they  can  afford  to  pay  the  mar- 
ket price  for  It. 

The  Government  Is  likely  to  fix  wool 
prices  in  the  near  future,  and  the 
scale  will  likely  be  get  according  to 
the  attitude  of  the  conference. 

Nationalization  of  Industry 
An^ithf-r  Important  matter  to  he  dis- 
cussed and  decided  Is  the  question  of 
nationalization  of  the  entire  sheep  In- 
fitistry  of  Canada  Into  a  country-wide 
co-operative  enterprise  to  handle  the 
sale  of  all  wool  grown  In  the  Domin- 
ion and  also  to  buy  supplies  on  a  co- 
operative basis.  The  company.  If  It 
is  finally  formed,  will  be  patterned 
after  the  commercial  grain  organlea- 
tiona  of  Western  farmers,  and  the 
flockmasters  all  over  (  anada  will 
unite  In  one  gigantic  co-operative 
concern.  In  this  way.  It  Is  held,  they 
will  be  able  to  look  after  the  uniform 
grading,  maintain  their  own  ware- 
house and  offer  the  wool  to  manufac- 
turers direct.  It  Is  possible  that  a 
system  of  brokerage  may  be  worked 
out  whereby  the  product  will  be  sold 
nt  au'^lon. 
The  convention  will  last  three  days.

Practical  phases  of  the  proposal 
to  Increase  the  fertility  of  CJordon 
Head  and  other  sections  of  the  Saan- 
Ich  Peninsula  by  establishing  an  Ir- 
rigation system  throughout  the  terri- 
tory, with  water  supplied  from 
Sooke  and  Elk  Lakes  and  Gold- 
stream,  will  be  discused  at  a  meet- 
ing being  arranged  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  for  Friday  morning. 


Mayor  Todd  and  the  reeves  of  th« 
municipalities  affected  by  the  icheme 
as  well  as  representatives  of  the  en- 
gineering departments,  and  others 
interested,  have  been  asked  to  attend 
the  meeting,  which  will  be  an  out- 
growth of  the  gathering'  addressed 
last  week  under  Board  of  Trade 
auspices  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Ebbs  Cana- 
van.

CORNFLAKES 
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While  It  does  not  appear  that  there  Is 
a  sreat  deal  of  legislation  to  be  brought 
down  at  the  forthc^mlnK  session  of  the 
Leslslature,  eapecially  of  what  may  l>e 
termed  new  legislation,  there  will  l>e  a 
number  of  Important  meaaures  to  be 
Introduced,  and.  In  addition,  the  usual 
grist  of  amendments  to  existing  statutes 
can  be  looked  for.  Tredictlons  as  to  the 
length  of  the  session  appear  to  flx  at 
least  a   two   months'   sitting. 

Chief  of  new  enactments  will  be  the 
new  Elections  Act.  baaed  upon  the  Mani- 
toba statute,  whereby  party  election 
funds  will  be  limited  to  $25,000.  an  In- 
dividual candidate's  outlays  to  9500.  the 
requirement  of  the  declaration  of  _  auch 
outlays,  a  new  registration  of  voters 
and  the  annual  revision'  of  the  lists,  a 
■ection  attempting  to  eliminate  the  old- 
time  practice  of  contributing  to  party 
funds  and  a  new  system  whereby  at 
elections  the  orlKlnal  signed  applica- 
tions for  registration  will  be  on  hand 
at  the  polling  booths  and  with  which 
comparison  of  the  nlgnature  as  Blgne(i 
by  the  voter  at  the  election  may  be 
made,  such  a  method  being  siipposcil  to 
eliminate   the    evil    of   personation. 

Taxation  reform  will  also  be  at- 
tempted in  legislation  baaed  upon  the 
report  of  the  existing  Uxatlon  board, 
which  has  been  in  session  for  the  paet 
four  months  considering  the  whole 
question  of  Provincial  assessment  and 
taxation.  The  board  will  have  its  rec- 
ommendation!! before  the  coming  Leg- 
islature, recommendations  which  will 
bear  the  O.K.  of  Professor  Haig.  who 
recently  was  engaged  by  the  Oovern- 
ment  as  advisor  to  the  board.  The 
C.overnmont  hopes  to  Introduce  whst  the 
I'remler  Is  pleased  to  refer  to,  as  a 
"sclentinc"  system  of  taxation.  Just 
what  its  recommendations  will  be  Is  as 
yet  unknown,  but  that  It  will  present 
some  drastic  changes  In  existing  meth- 
ods Is  certain.  It  will  be  the  duty  of 
the  board  to  present  a  draft  act  to 
replace  the  existing  Taxation  Act. 

The  new  colonisation  scheme  to  be 
Introduced  by  Hon.  J.  W.  Wcart.  Lib- 
eral member  for  South  Vancouver.  Is 
expected  to  create  some  strenuous  de- 
bate on  the  floor  of  the  house.  It  Is  no 
secret  that  Hon.  John  Oliver.  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  father  of  the  I>anrt  Set- 
tlement Act  passed  at  the  last  sfsslon. 
under  which  the  appointment  of  the 
Land  Settlement  Board  was  authorized, 
la  convinced  the  measure  Is  Just  about 
the  last  word  in  development  legisla- 
tion. It  Is  certain  he  will  resent  any 
change  In  his  system,  and  the  fact  that 
Hon.  Mr.  Wearfs  proposed  act  relegates 
the  Land  Settlement  Board  to  a  more  de- 
pendent position  makes  it  cerUln  that 
the  colonization  plan  of  the  member  for 
South  Vancouver  may  expect  some 
drastic  criticism  from  the  minister. 

Finance  requires  some  legislation  to 
provide  for  the  bridging  Of  the  differ- 
ence between  expenditures  and  receipts, 
the  latter  not  having  been  sufllclent  to 
meet  the  outlays  *nd  tnke  np  exIstlnK 
Indebtedness  with  the  bank,  which  has 
b..cn  carrying  affairs  along,  as  the  times 
have  not  been  opportune  for  a  bond 
flotation,  .lust  what  amount  "^'"''1  )>•' 
provided  for  Is  not  known,  but  the 
predlcUon  is  that  the  «''^«'-"'"''"\,''*'' 
have  to  make  provision  for  a  dcflolt  on 
the  years  operations  of  from  two  to 
three  millions. 

There  will  be  legislation  Introduced 
to  the  end  that  the  Government  may 
undertake  the  completion  of  the  P.  O 
E  line  from  the  present  end  of  steel 
north  of  Clinton  to  Prince  George,  and. 
dependent  upon  what  assistance  the 
Federal  authorities  ore  willing  to  give, 
pome  definite  step  towards  providing 
for  an  extension  of  the  line  towards 
the  Peace  River  country  may  be  looked 
for  but  what  is  the  Government's 
policy  relative  thereto  is  being  Jealous- 
ly guarded,  and  If  It  has  any  well-de- 
nned plan  m  sight  It  has  not  so  far 
taken  the  public  into  Us  confidence.  The 
legal  tangle  In  which  the  road  is  In- 
volved has  complicated  matters,  and 
while  there  Is  no  doubt  as  to  the  senti- 
ment of  the  people  of  the  north  and 
Coast  In  favor  of  the  earliest  operation 
of  the  line  through  to  the  Peace  River, 
the  /question  of  financing  and  the  pres- 
ent legal  status  of  the  road  are  prov- 
ing  the    sticking   points. 

The  Land  Settlement  Board  has  pre- 
sented a  mass  of  recommendations  to 
the  cabinet  to  the  end  that  needed 
amendments  to  last  year's  Act  may  be 
made  whereby  certain  schemes  In  con- 
templation may  be  carried  out.  Addi- 
tional aid  to  the  returned  soldier  is  not 
being  advocated,  the  Land  Settlement 
r.oard  taking  the  attitude  that  In  view 
of  the  proposed  Federal  commission's 
Investigation  into  the  whole  matter  of 
the  returned  soldier  and  the  possibility 
of  some  scheme  In  which  the  Federal 
and  Provincial  authorities  will  Join,  It 
Is  belter  to  await  the  outcome  of  that 
Inquiry  before  taking  any  purely  Pro- 
vincial steps  to  Initiate  a  scheme  of 
assistance  for  the  returned  men.  But 
legislation  to  more  readily  permit  of  the 
opening  up  of  settlement  areas,  the 
forcing  of  privately  held  and  unde- 
veloped areas  Into  such  scheme  where 
deemed  necessary  to  the  complete  suc- 
cess thereof  and  making  such  private 
areas  bear  a  share  of  the  development 
cost,  are  some  of  the  chief  points  of 
the    proposed    new    land    legislation. 

In  minor  legislation  there  wIM  be 
some  amendments  to  the  Municipal  Act, 
especially  with  respect  to  the  present 
required  annual  reduction  of  10  per 
cent  In  assessment  values  during  ^he 
war.  Another  amendment  proposes  to 
make  it  obligatory  to  hold  an  annual 
tax  sale,  something  hitherto  dependent 
upon  the  will  of  a  municipal  council. 

New  legislation  giving  greater  powers 
to  the  Oovemment  to  deal  with  the 
whole  question  of  Irrigation  In  the  dry 
belt  to  the  end  that  the  rights  of  water 
users  may  be  protected  will  supplement 
the  legislation  passed  at  last  year's  ses- 
sion and.  If  the  promises  given  to  Slmll- 
kameen  electors  before  the  recent  by- 
election  are  folfilled.  a  fond  of  half  a 
million  will  b«  aat  aside  to  permit  of 
the  Oovemment  taking  auch  stei>s  In 
connection  with  the  irrigation  question 
as  may  be  desired  to  preaerve  ezlstiag 
water  supplies  or  develop   new  ones. 

Other  amending  legislation  will  In- 
clude an  amendment  to  the  Rheep  Pre- 
teetloa  Act  to  make  it  applicable  to 
roats:  provision  In  the  Lands  Act 
whereby  long  leases  of  large  areas  of 
land  mar  b*  made  •  to  sheep  men  to 
•neonrage  tite  grasing  ef  large  flocks 
In  British  Celnmbia:  some  changea  In 
the  Minetal  Burrey  Act  to  prorldo  that 
in  eaaes  where  tti«  Ooremment  tofeihtr

Prevention  of  Boot-legging 
Has  Entailed  Increesed 
Work,  Council  Is  Informed 
— No  Reduction  of  Staff. 


Ill  aplte  of  thp  enforcement  of  the  dry 
law.  the  Victoria  police  dcpartmrnt  hai 
bocn  worked  harder  during-  the  pant  few 
monthfi  tljan  In  th.-  times  beforo  prohibi- 
tion. It  developed  at  last  nighfs  meeting 
of  the  City  Council  In  ratlmaten  com- 
mittee. 

Mayor  Todd  happened  to  mrntlon  that 
the  Board  of  Police  Commlaalonera.  had 
not  completed  Its  eatlmatea.  but  would 
have  them  ready  for  the  next  meetlnK, 
whereupon  Alderman  Androa  asked  whether 
the  board  was  anticipating  a  reduction  In 
the  strrnuth  of  the  force.  He  recalled  that 
during  the  early  days  of  Victoria's  life  as 
a  prohibition  city  It  wag  frequently  as- 
serted that  by  rutting  out  the  sale  of  In- 
toxicants there  would  bo  no  necessity  for 
retaining   so    many    policemen. 

That  the  task  of  prevenllng  boot- 
legging had  entailed  an  undertaking  thut 
had  few  precedents  In  thn  history  of  tho 
local  police,  and  that  the  organisation  was 
more  taxed  than  ever  by  Its  new  duties 
since  prohibition,  was  the  explanation 
given  by  the  mayor  when  ho  said  that 
there  was  no  present  Intention  of  reducing 
the    jiollri'    staff. 

Aid.  Peden  remarked  that,  with  .a  more 
rigorous  enforcr-ment  of  the  I..<iril'H  Day 
Act,  an  ordered  by  the  pollen  commlsslon- 
rrn.  It  nilpht  even  he  nccesHary  to  IncreSHR 
the  force.  "With  Just  a  few  more  such 
statutes  to  enforce  there  will  be  a  need 
for  threp  times  the  staff  we  have  at  pres- 
ent,"    he    added.

Club  yesterday  afternoon  at  the  Y.  W. 
C.    A. 

Continuing,  the  speaker  pointed  out 
that  training  Industrial  recruits  In  the 
efficiency  of  production  formed  what 
is  called  the  after-the-war  problem 
which  was  occupying  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  the  governments  which  are  at 
war  today.  Britain.  France.  America 
and  Japan  have  all  laid  down  advanced 
SL-henies  of  training  for  their  youth 
and  adolescent  populations  with  a  view 
to  Btrengthening  materially  their  work- 
ing efHclency.  Soon  after  the  entrancs 
of  the  American  nation  Into  the  war  a 
loan  was  Iloated  for  the  sum  of  $7,000.- 
000,000.  The  IntercKt  on  this  sum 
amounted  to  $1,500,000  per  day,  and  the 
prohleni  which  confronted  the  American 
Government  was  how  best  to  repay  this 
loan  as  well  as  similar  or  larger  loans 
which  it  was  expected  would  be  re- 
quired. The  shrewd  American  slate.s- 
moii.  reallzlnsr  that  thl.s  money  would 
have  to  be  paid  by  better  production. 
Immediately  floated  an  education  losn 
and  offered  the  various  States  dollar  for 
dollar  on  all  tochnlcal  education  work 
conducted  by  them.  In  consequence  of 
this  offer  $3,400,000  was  spent  In  1917. 
more  than  In  any  previous  year  and 
an  annual  Increase  will  be  made  until 
the  sum  reaches  $14,000,000.  The  re- 
lation of  productive  power  to  education 
has  been  shown  by  the  enormously  in- 
creased rate  of  production  that  has 
come  about  everywhere  since  education 
became    generally    diffused. 

■chool    Traialar   as   Asset 

"Tho  Asiatic  farmer."  he  continued, 
"with  his  stick  plough  makes  six  cents 
per  day;  the  Illiterate  Russian  peasant 
with  his  primitive  implements  and 
methods  earns  fourteen  cents,  while 
the  Canadian  farmer  cams  many  times 
that  sum  because  of  his  Improved 
methods;  his  implements  were  made 
possible  by  Industrial  training.  Ger- 
many, with  limited  natural  resources 
but  with  excellent  public  schools,  grows 
In  wealth  and  power,  while  her  neigh- 
bor. Russia,  with  vastly  bolter  re- 
soixrces  and  poor  educational  facilities, 
makes  no  progress.  Wherever  there  is 
a  lack  of  the  necessary  school  trainini; 
in  countries  such  as  .Spain.  Russia, 
Turkey  and  Mexico,  there  Is  the  name 
story  of  backwardness  and  poverty,  re- 
gardless of  race,  climate  or  natural  re-, 
sources." 

With  efllcient  eilucatlnn  Britain  pro- 
duced $180  per  capita:  France.  $155: 
Germany,  $125.  while  with  Inadequate 
education  Hpaln  produced  $80;  RuKsla, 
$50;.  and  Greece,  $46  per  capita.  By  a 
long  cour.sp  In  Industrial  training  Brit- 
ain becamo  the  workshop  of  the  world 
during  the  nineteenth  century.  Ap- 
prenticeship statutes  date  back  to  15S3 
anil  hy  them  a  systematic  channel  hy 
which  a  child  could  enter  Industry  was 
provided.  Pasual  labor  was  prevented 
and  the  danger  of  demoralisation  In 
young  workers  was  avoided  by  making 
the  master  legally  responsible  for  the 
conduct  of  the  apprentice  until  he  at- 
tained   to    young   manhood. 

Old  Xetbods   Baalshed 

"The  old  domestic  and  paternal  rela- 
tions of  employer  towards  apprentice 
disappeared,  however,"  remarked  the 
speaker,  "when  large  corporations  or 
employers  with  immense  capital  super- 
ceded the  master.  The  present-day  in- 
dustrial organization  is  completely 
changed,  and  no  definite  system  for 
training  the  young  has  taken  the  place 
of  the  defunct  apprenticeship  system. 
By  neglecting  this  training  and  allow- 
ing prejudice  and  apathy  to  stand  In 
the  way  of  progress.  Britain's  position 
in  the  industrial  world  was  fast  helnff 
usurped    by    America   and   Oermany." 

The  new  bill  introduced  Into  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Fisher  at- 
tacked the  problem  in  a  radical  way. 
The  whole  country  was  hopefully  stir- 
red with  this  bill,  which  was  consider- 
ed the  greatest  since  the  Forster  Act 
of  1870.  For  the  child  under  five  years 
of  age  there  would  be  voluntary  and 
often  open-air  nursery  schools.  From 
the  age  of  five  to  fourteen  school  at- 
tendance would  be  compulsory,  and  the 
half-time  system,  which  affected  30,000 
children  between  the  years  of  twelve 
and  fourteen,  wopid  be  abolished.  Con- 
tinuation school  attendance  up  to  the 
age  of  elghteeg  would  also  he  compul- 
sory. The  length  of  session  should  be 
four  hours  a  day  foV  two  days  per 
week  in  the  employer's  time,  excepting 
half  holidays  or  Sundays.  Whit<y  the 
first  educational  estimates  passed  In 
1833  had  provided  the  sum  of  $100,000. 
the  present  hill  provided  $77,100,000. 
and  a  yearly  increase  until  «0  per  cent 
should   be   attained. 

Retrenchment  in  education  was  looked 
upon  as  the  last  step  In  economy.  "We 
are  tho  trustees  for  posterity."  said 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Bduca- 
tlon.  "We  guard  the  lines  of  com- 
munication between  the  present  and  the 
future.  ,And  the  generation  for  whom 
this  trust  Is  held,  let  us  rememt>er. 
will  not  voice  their  own  claim  and  will 
not  know  till  too  late  what  they  have 
lost.  If  we  play  false.  We  have  got  to 
make  our  own  sacrifices  before  we 
sacrifice   them." 

By  snch  means  Britain  hoped  to  re- 
gain what  she  has  lost  and  hold  ■eeure 
what  she  already  possesses. 


The  snme  attitude  of  mind  was  to  be 
seen  '^  Frsnce,  and  her  latest  bill.  In- 
troduced by  M.  VIvlani,  also  made  at- 
tendance at  continuation  school  com- 
pulsory. It  was  estimated  that  of 
1.<H.004  boys  between  the  acoo  of  thir- 
teen and  eighteen  only  lit.OM  waa  pr«> 
pared  for  definite  Industries.

DUNCAN,  B.  C.  Feb.  B.— At  a 
meetinc  of  th«  council  ot  North  Cow- 
icb&n  held  on  Monday  afternoon  th« 
(ollowlnv  resolution  waa  pAMcd  in 
regard   to  flshlns   la   Cowlchan   Bay: 

"The  North  Cowiehan  Municipal- 
ity Is  ttroncly  interested  In  the  sup- 
ply of  fish  in  Cowlchan  Bay  as  ma- 
terially adding  to  the  local  food  sup- 
ply, and  they  desire  to  record  thsir 
Arm  protest  against  throwing  open 
the  fishing  in  that  bay  to  commer- 
cial fishing  with  nets  of  any  kind. 
Their  protest  is  based  on  the  un- 
doubtad  fact  that  such  fishing  witli 
nets  will  deplete  the  bay  waters  of 
practically  all  flsh,  and  deprive  this 
locality  of  a  large  proportion  of  their 
available  flah  supply.  It  will  also 
deprive  the  local  Indians  of  their 
main    food    supply. 

"This  council  favors  allowing  the 
free  sale  of  flsh  caught  with  hook 
and  line  only  as  affording  a  sensible 
addition  to  the  food  resources  of  the 
country.  Their  objection  is  to  the 
wholesale  netting  authorised  by  re- 
cent   orders-in-councll." 

Much  Interest  was  taken  in  a 
lengthy  report  given  by  Councillors 
Palmer  and  Campbell  on  increased 
hog  production,  the  principal  of 
which  maintained  that  hogs  under 
160  pounds  should  not  be  slaughter- 
ed and  recommending  the  council  to 
institute  a  competition  in  hog  rais- 
ing among  the  pupils  of  the  public 
school  within  the  municipality.  In 
order  to  stimulate  interest  in  hog 
production  throughout  the  Province 
that  the  Provincial  Oovernment  be 
asked  to  Institute  pig  clubs.  That 
the  Oovernment  be  asked  to  guaran- 
tee a  minimum  fixed  price  to  stand 
good  till  1919  and  to  undertake  the 
supply  of  concentrated  feeds  at  th^ 
most  reasonable  prices  under  the 
present  conditions.  Also  to  procure 
good  bred  sows  and  hogs  and  supply 
them  to  Intending  breeders  with  a- 
guarantee  that  they  shall  not  be 
slaughtered  or  sold  before  1919.

Will  Give  Relief. 


N..VNA1MO,  Keb.  5.  —  The  Narialmo 
Council  dccldefl  last  evening  to  draw 
up  a  reeolutlon  regarding  automobile 
licence  fees  and  L-sland  HlRhwayrellef 
as  aSectinE:  Xanaimo  and  to  send 
copies  of  tlie  resolution  to  the  Premier, 
the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Minister 
of  Mines. 

.\ld.  Busby  brought  up  the  question 
of  the  revenue  derived  from  motor  car 
licences  and  thought  that  Bome  eteps 
should  be  tal<en  with  the  Qovemnient 
to  get  at  least  a  portion  of  the  amount 
collected  for  the  city.  He  felt  that  the 
city  was  entitled  to  at  least  half  of  the 
110  licence  fee  and  moved  that  a  peti- 
tion be  prepared. 

Aid.  rerffuson  found  that  the  Govern- 
ment collected  from  the  City  of  Nsna- 
1010^*81006  $2,600  from  motor  car 
licences,  $9,000  In  amusement  taxes  and 
$3,000  in  royalties  on  coal,  and  he  was 
of  the  opinion  that  some  steps  should 
be  taken  to  secure  a  portion  collected 
by  the  city.  He  moved  that  a  delega- 
tion be  appointed  from  the  Council  to 
Interview  the  Oovernment  both  in  re- 
gard to  motor  car  licences  and  In  the 
hope  of  securing  some  relief  In  regard 
to  the  Nanalmo  City  section  of  the 
Island   Highway. 

Aid.  Morton  thought  it  would  be  a 
waste  of  time  to  send  a  delegation  to 
Victoria  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Union  of  B.  C.  Municipalities  had  al- 
ready taken  the  matter  up  regarding 
motor  car  licences,  with  the  under- 
standing that  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Legislature  an  amendment  was  to  be 
made  to  the  Act  allowing  munici- 
palities a  portion  of  the  motor  car 
licence  fees. 

Aid.  Forrester  moved  that  the  lenls- 
latlve  committee  frame  a  resolution 
and  report  back  to  the  Council,  which 
was  adopted.

LADYSMITH.  B.  C,  Feb.  8.— The 
City  Council  had  considerable  import- 
ant business  to  deal  with  last  night,  but 
managed  to  dispose  of  the  bulk  of  It 
before  adjournment.  There  were  pres- 
ent His  Worship  Mayor  Pannell.  Aid. 
Bums,  Bryant,  Knight,  Malone,  Maths- 
son,  and  Nimmo. 

A  communication  from  Mrs.  Gould 
regarding  the  bad  state  of  the  street 
at  the  entrance  to  her  garage  on  the 
Esplanade  was  referred  to  the  streets 
committee  with  authority  to  make 
necessary  repairs. 

The  Women's  Institute  wrbte  asking 
the  Council  to  look  more  closely  Into 
the  sale  of  milk  in  the  city,  as  there 
were  complaints  of  both  uncleanliness 
and  poor  quality.  On  motion  of  Aid. 
Bryant,  seconded  by  Aid.  Knight,  the 
chief  of  police  will  be  invtructed  to  see 
that  regular  tests  are  made  of  the  milk 
sold  throughout  the  city,  snd  any  In- 
fractions of  the  law  to  be  rigidly  prose- 
cuted, and  the  results  of  the  tests  of 
each  milk  vendor  to  be  published  In  the 
local  preB<i. 

A  lengthy  communication  from  the 
Rotary  Club,  of  Victoria,  relating  to 
the  iron  and  steel  Industry  of  Vancou 
ver  Island  was  read  and  on  motion  of 
Aid.  Bryant,  seconded  to  Aid.  Burns. 
the  policy  advocated  was  endorsed  and 
a  committee  of  two  was  ordered  ap- 
pointed to  attend  any  meetings  called 
for  an  Island  convention  to  further  thli 
Important  work.  Mayor  Pannell  and 
Aid.  Bryant  were  appointed  to  repre- 
sent  Ladyemlth. 

Ilequesta  from  two  city  employeaa 
for  advances  In  wages  were  laid  on  the 
table  until  the  estimates  for  the  year 
were  (brought  In  by  the  finance  com- 
mittee. 

The  yearly  estimates  of  the  School 
Board,  totaling  $15,400,  were  presented 
and  ordered  laid  over,  to  be  taken  up 
with  the  general  estimates  at  the  next 
meeting. 

The  financial  report  for  tlio  year  end- 
ing Deceml>er  $1,  1917,  was  presente\ 
by  the  city  auditor  and  was  referred  to 
the  finance  committee  for  oonsideratlon 
snd   report  at  the  next  meeting. 

Accounts  amounting  to  $2,985  were 
presented  and  referred  to  the  finance 
committee  and  were  later  reported  on 
favorably,  with  the  exception  of  an 
amount  of  $250  for  the  city's  share  of 
the  retaining  wall  at  the  corner  of 
Roberts  Street  and  First  Avenue.  This 
account  was  ordered  returned  to  the 
agent  of  the  building  with  a  request  for 
more  details,  as  the  amount  was  con- 
sidered too  high. 

Aid.  Nlmmo  reported  progress  on 
plans  for  altering  the  old  city  clerk's 
office  Into  a  suitable  residence  for  the 
city  teamster  and  submitteA  ptanA  of 
the  proposed  alterations,  which  he  esti« 
mated  would  cost  about  $250.  After 
connlderable  discussion  it  was  deoided 
to  call  for  tenders  for  this  work,  the 
same  to  be  in  by  next  meeting  night. 

A  delegation  from  ^e  Food  Conserv- 
ation Committee  was  present  and  re- 
quested aid  from  the  Council  for  de- 
monstrations in  cooking  to  be  given  by 
Miss  Hayes,  beginning  Monday  next. 
The  Council  agreed  to  furnish  any  gro- 
ceries and  meat  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cess of  these  demonstrations. 

The  electric  light  committee  report- 
ed having  trouble  securing  pea  coal  for 
the  power  plant.  The  chairman  of  the 
committee  explained  that  they  had  al- 
ways been  able  to  secure  this  quality  of 
coal  until  a  couple  of  months  ago,  when 
they  were  advised  that  for  the  present 
the  Colliery  Company  would  not  promise 
to  supply  it  regularly.  He  also  ex- 
plained that  there  was  considerable  dif- 
ference In  the  operating  cost  of  the 
plant  when  using  the  larger  variety. 
The  .city  clerk  was  ordered  to  com- 
municate with  the  company  and  see  if 
satisfactory  arrangements  could  not  b*, 
^lade  for  a  regular  supply  of  the  coal 
best  suited  to  the  requirements  of  the 
city  plant  and  report  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. 

A  request  was  made  for  an  electric 
light  on  Symonds  Street  near  the  rail- 
way for  the  convenience  of  the  miners 
coming  in  at  night  time.  This  was  re- 
ferred to  the  electric  committee  to  be 
Investigated  snd  reported  on  at  the  next 
meeting. 

nty'e  riaaaeee 
The  financial  statement  of  the  City 
of  Ladysmlth  for  the  year  1917  will  be 
viewed  with  considerable  satisfaction 
both  ty  the  Council  of  the  past  year 
and  by  the  city  ratepayers.  Ladysmlth 
today  probably  Is  In  the  best  position 
financially  of  any  city  or  town  of  Its 
slsa  In  the  Province  and  its  financial 
report  will  be  envied  by  many  of  the 
larger  cities.  The  total  assets  now  ag- 
gregate spproximately  $300,009  while 
the  liabilities.  Including  all  bond  Issues, 
only  amount  to  a  trifle  over  $lM.09tf, 
this  leaving  a  surplus  of  assets  over 
liabilities  of  nearly  $1»<1,000.  Of  these 
liabilities  $9$, 000  are  bond  Issues, 
$85,000  of  this  amount  Is  revenue  pro- 
ducing, and  the  balance  is  practically 
all  for  permanent  street  work  under  the 
Local    Improvement   Act. 

The  city's  most  valuable  asset  Is 
probably  the  electric  plant,  which  is 
owned  and  operated  by  the  municipal- 
ity. During  the  past  year  this  plant 
has  furnished  current  for  house,  stor^ 
and  street  lighting,  from  which  the  rev- 
enue totaled  alMut  $11,000.  with  an  op- 
erating expense  of  about  $7,000.  In  ad- 
dition to  tbis.  the  city  employs  an 
electrician,  who  does  practically  all  the 
electrical  wiring  and  re*eir  work  in  the 
city.  This  work  Is  done  at  a  minimum 
pri(4  for  the  citisens,  and  any  profit 
that  aecrnea  from  this  source  belongs 
to  the  public. 

On  the  whole,  Ladysmlth.  although 
prot>ably  not  ha\tng  as  much  permanent 
street  work  as  some  of  the  other  small- 
er cities,  holds  an  enviable  position 
among  them  so  far  as  finances  are  con» 
earned  and  with  the  certainty  of  the 
early  development  of  the  natural  re- 
sources adjacent  to  the  city,  the  per- 
manent Improvements  will  eventually 
work  out  in  a  way  that  will  not  over- 
burden  the  municipality  with  deM.

Fuel  Oil  Corporations  Discrim- 
inate Against  Private  Indus- 
tries—Great Amount  of  Fuel 
Oil  on  Hand. 


XA.VCOl'VBR,  Feb.  o.— That  there  is 
a  marked  dlsi)o»itlon  on  the  part  of 
the  fuel  oil  companies  to  show  prefer- 
ence to  the  transportation  companies 
over  many  lines  of  Industry  and  pri- 
vate enterprises,  is  news  which  Cap- 
tain C.  11.  Ni<hol8on,  manager  of  tho 
G.  T.  P.  Ht<  amship  (^ompan.v,  wlio  re- 
cently returned  from  an  extended  trip 
to  <'allfornia.  brings  from  the  South. 

•There  Is  little  cause  for  foar  that 
the  local  transportation  and  steamship 
companied  will  suffer  on  account  of 
the  difllculty  In  obtaining  fuel  oil,"  ha 
stated.  "We  have  every  ^reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  oil  companies,  realizing 
that  tho  supplying  of  fuel  oil  to  the 
transportation  companies  is  an  Import- 
ant factor  In  the  proseontlon  of  the 
wur,  will  Bee  to  It  that  our  vesaols 
are  kept  moving." 

Captain  Nicholson  states  that  there 
la  any  amount  of  fuel  oil  on  hand,  but 
the  great  problem  is  the  traneporta- 
tion  question.  Roughly,  there  were 
4.^,000,000  barrels  more  In  storage  at 
the  close  of  1917  than  there  was  at  the 
close  of  the  previous  year  for  ahlpplng 
l)uri)0sc3.

But  Present  System  of  Con- 
ducting Affairs  in  Russia 
Cannot  Last,  Says  Traveler 
From  Far  East. 


"The  discontent  being  Inculcated  In- 
to the  Russian  nation  by  the  Bolshe- 
vlkl  faction  is  rapidly  spreading  to  aU 
parts  of  the  empire,"  declared  one  of 
the  passengers  of  the  transpacific  liner 
which  reached  Victoria  yesterdaj*. 
"Petrograd,  of  course,  Is  the  centre  of 
their  activities,  but  they  hold  com- 
plete sway  In  the  whole  country  from 
the  Baltic  to  the  Pacific.  In  Vladi- 
vostok street  rlotlngs  are  occurlng  and 
a  a  we  were  leaving  Japan  we  passed 
an  American  cruiser  on  Its  way  to  thla 
port." 

It  was  veriest  twaddle  to  say  that 
the  people  were  not  behind  Lenlne  and 
that  the  Bolahevikl  regime  was  fast 
passing,  he  said.  The  Russian  people, 
with  the  exception  of  the  occasional 
Kerenskylte  who  dares  not  make  pub- 
lic his  views,  are  heart  and  soul  with 
the  new  Oovernment. 

"It  Is  true,  however,  that  the  present 
system  of  conducting  affairs  cannot 
last."  he  continued.  "The  lower  classes 
%n  the  cities,  Petrograd  In  particular, 
are  doing  nothing  but  aimlessly  wa-n- 
derlng  the  streets,  attending  meetings 
In  the  public  squares,  listening  to  the 
wild  ravings  of  soapbox  orators,  and 
thoroughly  enjoying  themselves.  Tho 
peasant  class  is  the  only  class,  as  a 
whole,  in  the  whole  of  Russia  who  are 
working.  The  other  classes  lead  a  life 
of  Indolent  eaae.  When  there  la  a 
shortage  of  supplies  to  feed  thla  huge 
Idle  element,  the  Oovernment  com- 
mandeers stores  from  the  country  dis- 
tricts and  gives  In  exchange  uaeless 
scrip.  A  person  need  never  starve 
there  if  he  Is  a  big  enough  rogue  to 
steal  or  murder  to  get  what  he  de- 
sires. One  thing  Is  certain,  and  that 
Is  that  he  will  never  be  brought  to 
Justice  for  any  wrongdoing — that  Is  as 
long  as  he  Is  a  fervent  supporter  of 
th-  Oovernment.  The  police,  who  are 
supposed  to  be  the  guardians  of  the 
public.  Instead  of  making  an  attempt 
at  putting  down  crime,  are  the  ones 
who  indulge  In  It  the  most.  There  Is 
only  one  redeeming  feature  as  far  as 
they  are  concerned,  and  that  Is  that 
they  don't  pretend  to  be  anything  that 
they  are  not." 

The  Bolshevlkl  Government  will  last 
as  long  as  the  peasants  are  content 
to  slave  for  the  rest  of  the  nation,  he 
sakl.  Stores  are  fast  becoming  ex- 
hausted In  the  country,  and  where 
they  are  to  get  more  he  did  not  know. 
Germany  la  looking  with  longing  eyes 
towarda  Russia's  large  wheat  lands 
and  hopes  to  solve  her  food  problem 
by  Inveigling  the  Slavic  Empire  into 
peace,  when  she  will  be  able  to  tap 
ite  huge  reeourcee  and  concentrate  her 
armies  on  the  western  front. 

"There  are  many  Russian  refugees 
In  Japan  at  present."  he  declared,  "a* 
well  aa  a  sprinkling  of  Bolsherlkt 
■ynipathlscrs.  who,  by-the-bye.  keep 
their  views  to  themselves  pretty  much. 
They  are  carrying  on  quite  a  lucrative 
business  trading  in  Rueetan  reuMes. 
which  have  decreaaed  In  value  to 
abottt  •  centa  in  Japan.  Tbey  can  sell 
them  for  12  onta  each  In  other  coun- 
tries."

A  comparison  of  the  balance  sheet 
of  the  Dominion  Bank  as  at  tho  end 
of  1917  with  that  at  the  end  of  191S 
reveals  noteworthy  progress.  The 
total  assets  of  the  bank  are  now 
1109,438,145;  n  year  ago  they  were 
192,866,692.  The  growth  therein  is 
therefore  In  excess  of  16*4  million 
dollars.

Of  these  qulelc 
assets  )27.37,13S  Is  in  the  fi.-m'of 
cash  (an  increadi  of  s^vt-n  and  one- 
half  millions),  and  the  remainder 
consists  of  aecuililes  and  call  loane 
agralnst  securltie«i.  Tho  bank  holds 
$9,400,000  of  C.-^nadlan  Government 
securities  as  ngalnst  less  than  a  mIN 
lion  a  year  ago,  and  Iti;  total  .'lohU 
Ings  of  this  class  of  securities,  in- 
cluding British  Treasury  Bills,  have 
nsen  from  $7,500,000  to  nearly  $9,- 
900,000. 

Deposits  and  note  circulation  both 
show  a  marked  Increase.  The  circu- 
lation ia  particularly  notable,  having 
risen  to  $9,417,684,  or  137  per  cent 
of  the  paid-up  capital,  the  exccess 
circulation  being  of  course  fully  pro- 
vided for  by  the  deposit  In  the  Cen- 
tral Gold  Reserve.

Fund  contribution  has  been  main- 
tained and  large  sums  have  been 
devoted  to  various  patriotic  causes.

Founciation  Company  and  Mu- 
nitions Board  Receive  Notes 
From  "Well-Wishers"  Urg- 
ing Preparedness. 


AnonymouH  letters  threatening  the 
destruction  of  the  F'oundation  Com- 
;>any'n  shipyardH  her<  anck  warning 
against  many  ani  varinci  oilier  cal- 
amities to  indiisitriej  engaged  in  war 
work  liave  been  recetveil  by  offlcials 
of  the  Foundation  Compan.v  piant  and 
the  Imperial   Munitlon.-i  Board, 

The  message  most  recently  received, 
which  purports  to  give  valuable  ad- 
vice  and  information  about  someone 
else's  secrets.  Is  signed  "Well-Wish- 
er," and  says  that  unleas  the  water- 
front fences  and  gates  surrounding 
the  Foundation  yard  are  closely 
guarded  it  is  liable  to  b«  blown  up. 

Ever  since  the  eistabllshmeilt  of  the 
plant  It  has  been  hemm<i'i  in  by  a 
ten-foot  wire  fence  and  admlitslon  ia 
granted  outsiders  only  rtn  presentation 
ef  cards  sli^ncd  by  the  Imperlsl  Muni- 
tions Board. 

The  warnings,  even  the  ones  couch- 
ed In  the  most  friendly  and  affection- 
ate terms,  are  not  regarded  seriously, 
however.  Neither  the  assistance  of 
the  civilian  police  nor  of  the  military 
authorities  has  been  sought,  the 
Munitions  Board  having  a  way  of  Its 
own  in  dealing  with  such  matters. 

Several  shipyards  in  the  United 
States,  particularly  In  the  San  Fran- 
cisco dlstrlcL  have  received  threaten- 
ing letters,  although  none  of  the  prom- 
ised disasters  have  so  far  material- 
ized. 


AUSTRALIAN  PEOPLE 
SOLVE  FISH  PROBLEM 


Government-Owned  Trawlers 
Secure  Fish  for  People  at 
Cost  Price — Scheme  Has 
Been  Suggested  Here. 


The  suggestion  has  been  put  for- 
ward of  late  on  more  than  one  occa- 
sion that,  owing  to  the  scarcity  and 
high  cost  of  fish.  Government  trawl- 
ers should  be  put  to  work  to  secure 
ground  fish  at  a  reasonable  price.  It 
Is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  state 
of  New  South  Wales  has  operated 
trawlers  for  two  years,  and  although 
the  experiment  was  not  a  success  at 
first,  owing  to  some  trouble  in  get- 
ting crews  who  do  not  thinic:  that  a 
state  job  meant  no  work,  the  pro- 
ject now  seems  to  have  been  success- 
fully   established. 

In  commenting  on  the  work  which 
Is  being  done  by  the  boats,  one  of 
the  Sydney  papers  ot  recent  date 
says:  "The  state  trawlers  are  begin- 
ning to  make  good.  Though  much 
Interfered  with  by  industrial  troubles 
and  more  recently  by  the  requisition- 
ing of  the  boats  by  the  Common- 
wealth Government,  the  undei^aking 
has  been  able  to  show  in  the  second 
year  of  its  existence  a  better  record 
financially  and  otherwise  than  In  the 
first  year.  The  last  quarter  of  1917 
saw  1,100,000  pounds  of  deep-sea  flsh 
landed  and  sold  at  good  prices,  as 
many  as  21,000  customers  being 
served  In  six  city  shops  in  a  week. 
Additional  stores  have  been  opened 
at  Rockdale  and  Newcastle  and  a 
large  receiving  depot  and  refriger- 
ating plant  at  Port  Stephens.  Four 
new  steel  trawlers  have  been  launch- 
ed, and  the  engines  for  two  of  these 
are   ready."

Suggested  It  Have  Powers 
Similar  to  Waterways  Com- 
mission— Only  Way  Socle- 
eye  Can  Be  Saved. 


OTTAWA.  Feb.  5. — An  interna- 
tional commission  to  control  the  sal- 
mon fisheries  of  the  Fraser  River 
Is  Jointly  recommended  by  the  Ad- 
visory Council  for  Industrial  Re- 
search and  the  Biological  Board  of 
Canada.  The  question  of  the  Fraser 
River  salmon  fisheries  was  brought 
up  on  representations  made  b.v  tlie 
British  Columbia  canners'  organiza- 
tions and  private  parties  In  British 
Columbia.  The  recommendation  Is 
contained  In  the  following  resolution: 

"The  Research  Council  and  the 
Biological  Board  ef  Canada  unite  in 
recommending  that  the  Dominion 
Government  take  steps  to  arrange  a 
convention  with  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  looking  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  international  cori- 
mlsslon  vrlilch  shall  have  control  of 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  the  Fraser 
River,  this  commission  to  have  full 
power  to  make  and  enforce  refrula- 
tlons  for  the  effective  conservation 
and  the  restoraMon  of  the  soa  fish- 
eries."

MAIE  TWICE  ATIEMPIS 
10  WRECK  SCHOOe 


Six  Members  of  Wrecked 
Schooner  Ariel  Reach  Vic- 
oria — Norwegian  Mate  Ar- 
rested at  Manila. 


'  After  an  adventurous  voyage  lasting 
ovtr  R  year,  in  which  they  met  with 
Innumerable  adventures  and  were 
called  upon  to  suffer  untold  hardships, 
six  members  of  the  crew  of  the  liiile 
four-masted  schooner  Ariel,  well  known 
on  this  Coast  and  which  was  wrecictsd 
oft  tha  coant  of  Japan  In  December  last, 
I  cached  Vlctoita  yesterday  afternoon  on 
the  Canada  Muru.  The  three  ofnccrr) 
of  the  schooner  ara  on  their  way  to 
San  Francisco  via  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 

"We  were  laden  with  a  shipment  of 
900,000  feet  of  lumber,"  said  one  of  the 
shipwrecked  men  yesterday,  "and  sailed 
from  Seattle  December  3.  1916,  on  a 
cruise  for  Durban,  South  Africa.  Mak- 
ing our  way  south,  we  made  our 
destination,  and  then  proceeded  to  Port 
Elizabeth,  also  In  bouth  Africa,  by  way 
of  the  Horn.  Calm  weather  was  en- 
countered all  the  way  and  we  enjoyed 
a  pleasant  trip,  a  distance  of  11,000 
miles,  made  In  IIS  days.  At  this  port 
we  picked  up  a  new  first  mate  by  the 
name  of  Johnson,  a  Norwegian  by 
birth.  I  was  convinced  that  this  man 
was  a  Oerman,  and  his  tactics  later 
on   confirmed   my    belief. 

"eW  sailed  from  Manila  on  May  20 
and  had  an  ideal  trade  wind  and  spent 
many  days  traveling  at  the  rate  of  13 
knots  per  hour,  which  is  unusual  for  a 
schooner  the  sUe  of  ,our  ship.  When 
we  got  in  the  Straits  of  Java,  how- 
ever, our  good  luck  played  out.  Mere 
we  ran  Into  terrible  hurricane  weather, 
the  wind  blowing  with  Indescribable 
fury  against  the  ship.  It  was  here  also 
that  the  Norwegian  mate  played  false 
and  on  two  occasions  tried  to  wreck 
tha  vessel.  There  can  be  no  mistaking 
his  Intent,  which  was  to  run  us  Into 
the  breakers.  On  the  first  occasion  he 
was  at  the  wheel  and  steering  in  the 
proper  direction.  No  one  was  paying 
much  attention  to  the  course.  The  cap- 
tain, coming  up  from  below,  discovered 
that  the  course  had  been  changed  and 
that  the  schooner  was  headed  in  for 
the  breakers,  which  lay  a  short  dis- 
tance off.  The  Norwegian  was  watched 
after  this,  and  when  ha  was  caujjht 
trj'lng  the  ssme  trick  later  on  he  was 
put  under  arrest.  On  the  arrival  of  the 
vessel  at  Manila  he  was  taken  off  by 
the  cutter  of  an  American  cruiser  an- 
chored  there. 

"On  another  occasion  the  captain  ran 
amuck  and  started  a  solitary  shooting 
match  all  on  his  own.  Shots  Tew  fast 
and  furious,  but,  more  by  good  luck 
than  good  management,  no  one  was  In- 
jured. One  of  the  cabins  looked  more 
like  a  sieve  than  anything  else  when 
the  lunatic  bad  finished  bis  bombard- 
ment. This  wild  west  shooting  exhibi- 
tion topk  place  during  the  worst  gale 
which  we  experienced  on  the  whole  of 
our  voyage.  The  sails  were  torn  to 
ribbons  and  for  hours  the  vessel  wal- 
lowed In  the  trough  of  the  sea.  We 
expected  every  moment  thst  one  of  the 
huge  rollers  crashing  over  onr  decks 
would  finish  us  and  we  would  uncere- 
moniously founder. 

"We  were  almost  exhausted  when  we 
reached  Manila  after  a  trip  of  9B  day's 
out  of  Port  Elisabeth.  We  stayed  there 
45  days  recuperating  for  our  homeward 
trip  across  the  Pacific.  On  October 
6  we  sailed  from  the  port  with  a  full 
cargo  of  700  tons  of  copra.  200  barrels 
of  cocoanut  oil  and  14,000  feet  of  lum- 
ber. We  were  making  our  way  north- 
easterly. 

"When  we  were  off  Formosa  We  ran- 
Into  another  typhoon,  which  remained 
with  us  for  almost  a  month.  Just  two 
months  were  spent  before  we  nearcd 
Oshima  Island.  Jafian. 

"Because  our  ship  did  not  carry  more 
than  three  months'  provisions  It  was 
necessary  for  us  to  replenish  our  stock, 
so  we  decided  to  land  on  the  coast  of 
Japan.  On  December  3  we  were  off 
the  coast  of  Chll>a  In  a  terrific  storm. 
During  the  afternoon  we  ran  Into  shoal 
waters  and  grounded.  The  mountain- 
ous a-Kves  running  at  that  time  did  the 
rest.  The  schooner  was  practically 
peunded  to  pieces  by  the  surf.  Owing 
to  the  rough  sea  the  Japanese  fisher- 
men who  saw  our  plight  could  not  take 
us  off  that  day  and  we  spent  the  night 
on  board,  every  minute  exrjecting  the 
vessel  to  smash  Into  a  thousand  pieces.
